All but a few independent theatres had been 
doted by the strike against the Odeon and Famous 
Players chains.

Far from militant, the International Alliance of 
Theatrical and Stage Employees local which covers 
projectionists in B.C. had struck only once since its 
birth before the turn of the century—and that lasted 
less than a day prior to the Second Worid War.

Changes would be 
phased Hi slowly over the three-year duration of the 
new agreement, he said. There will reportedly be 
increases of about four per cent each year, bringing 
the final level to more than $14 an hour. 
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B.C. takes over troubled 
Vancouver hospital 


The provincial government 
has swept the board of trus¬ 
tees asi^ and taken control 
of strife-tom Vancouver Gen¬ 
eral Hospital. 

Health Minister Robert 
McClelland told a news con¬ 
ference Friday night the 
emergency move was taken 
with regret to ensure the 
maintenance of proper pa¬ 
tient care in B.C.'a largest 
hospital. 


Stepping into the picture 
today in place of the trustees 
to tackle what McClelland 
feels will be an ’’almost hor¬ 
rendous” task. Is Peter Ba 
zowski, former deputy com¬ 
missioner of the RCMP, who 
retired only 10 days ago after 
31 years of service. 

The minister, who appoint¬ 
ed Bazowski public adminis¬ 
trator Friday, said he had an 
impressive record as an ad¬ 


ministrator with the RCMP 
and had done much to Im¬ 
prove communications with¬ 
in the force. 

He stressed that the gov¬ 
ernment’s move and the ex- 
Mountie’s appointment are 
strictly on a temporary basis 
to get the hospital back to 
normal operation. 

The matter has come to a 
head after several months of 
internal problems involving 


the registered nursing staff 
and trustees. Senior nursing 
staff personnel have resigned 
over what they describe as 
inadequate patient care and a 
lack of faith in hospital presi 
dent Larry Truitt. 

They have argued that the 
busy hospital is sadly short of 
nurses. 

In a related development 
Friday, the Vancouver coro¬ 
ner’s office said it was inves¬ 


tigating violent deaths re¬ 
cently of three patients at the 
hospital. The probe was being 
conducted to determine if 
nursing staff problems were 
in any way connected. 

McClelland said his office 
had received expressions of 
concern from friends and 
relatives of patients.

Ottawa’s 

deficit 

soaring 


OTTAWA (CP) — The gov 
emment had a deficit on its 
operations during the first 
three months of the current 
financial year of $4.45 billion, 
the finance department re¬ 
ported Friday. 

The deficit figure for the 
April 1 to June 30 period is 
nearly 49 per cent hi^er than 
the $2.99 billion deficit posted 
in the comparable three- 
month period a year earlier 

On Thursday, the finance 
department reported that the 
govenunent's spending defi¬ 
cit in the final year that 
ended March 31 was $10.03 
billion—almost a M per cent 
rise from the preceding 
year. 

If the deficit continues to 
rise throughout this year at 
the same rate as Hi the first 
quarter, it would indicate a 
$15 billion deficit for the cur¬ 
rent financial year. 

On projected federal 
spending plans of nearly $49 
billion in the financial year 
(hat started April 1. that rep¬ 
resents nearly 31 cents of 


debt for every $1 of spend¬ 
ing 

The figures show federal 
spending rising at a rate that 
far outstrips the growth of 
revenues. While spending 
jumped by 17.3 per cent from 
last year to $11.57 billion in 
the first three months of this 
financial year, revennes 
were up only 3.9 per cent to 
$7.12 billion. 

On Aug. 1, Prime Minister 
Trudeau went on national 
television promising to cut $2 
billion from ’’current and 
planned expenditures,” shift¬ 
ing most of it to new pro¬ 
grams to try to stimulate eco- 
nomlc growth. He also 
promised federal tax cuts in 
an effort to double the coun¬ 
try’s real economic growth 
rate to five per cent.

The “explosive” hospital 
industry contract dispute led 
to limited job action Friday 
and a warning by union offi 
cials that “the thing could 
snowrbali anytime.” 

Rank-and-file members of 
the Hospital -Employees* 
Union are reported incensed 
at the Health Labor Relations 
Association’s .move to the 
courts to chalice a binding 
aTtdtration award. Applica¬ 
tion was made Thursday to 
the B.C. Supreme C^ourt to set 
aside the award. 

The union has charged that 
HLRA. bargaining arm for 
the hospitals, is in contempt 
of the Essential Serv ices Dis¬ 
putes Act It was the first 
union to apply for binding 
arbitration un^r the act to 
resolve a contract dispute. 

Union secretary-busilless 
manager Jack Gerow had 
warned Thursday that un¬ 


ionists might take job action 
as a result of HLRA's move. 

On Friday th^re were union 
reports of at least one “slow¬ 
down” in a single department 
of a Victoria-area hospital. 

And at Burnaby General 
Hospital, employees sUged 
what the union called a two- 
hour sit-in “to demonstrate 
their feelings in respect to 
HLRA's action.” 

Meanwhile, representa¬ 
tives of HEU units on Van¬ 
couver Island continued to 
flood the phone lines into the 
union's Victoria office with 
what were described as 
“very angry calls.” 

“There seems to be a real 
threat of walkouts,” said 
staff representative Bill 
Muir. “Right now it looks like 
everyone is just waiting for 
somepne else to make the 
first move.” 

Muir, Gerow and other 
union officials have been rec¬ 
ommending that members 
stay on the job pending the 
Aug. 24 court hearing.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The U.S. government an¬ 
nounced Friday that nitrite, 
the most widely used food 
preservative in the country 
and a standard component of 
hot dogs, bacon and many 
other processed foods, ap¬ 
pears to cause cancer in ani- 
mats and may do so in 
humans. 

The announcement came 
with the release of a three- 
year Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology' study of the 
substance. study was or¬ 
dered by the federal Food 
and Drug Administration.

But Dennis Cocke, former president of the 
giant insurance company and the NDP's 
ICBC critic, said the rate hikes were “pre¬ 
dictable as another form of taxation.” 

Cocke said the rate increases “prove that 


car dealers should not be responsible for 
public insurance companies. The Social 
Credit government always forgets about 
services to people. The whole concept of 
low-cost insurance has been lost in an 
effort to make a profit.” 

Sherrell said it was not a matter of making 
a profit but of increasing rates to keep 
pace with similar cost increases for materi¬ 
als to repair damaged cars, increased 
claims and increased medical costs. 


And he suggested that the 10 to 20 per cent 
increase forecast was on the low side 
and dependent on certain continuing fac¬ 
tors. 

One of the factors is ICBC’s ability to meet 
old claims—those from previous years— 
out of reserves, something ICBC has-been 
able to do for t|^ past several months. Be¬ 
fore that, settlement of old claims was 
running higher than reserves. 


Sherrell said if claims could be held dow n 
in numbers and value, “drivers will likely 
see normal inflationary increases—pro^ 
*' ably on the bottom side of what the pri¬ 
vate industry is talking about.” 

He said it was too early to make firm 
forecasts but with private companies fore¬ 
casting a 15 per cent increase. B.C, motor¬ 
ists should be expecting something ’’around 
10 or 12 per cent.”

There is general agree 
ment that to ban the sub¬ 
stance immediately would so 
upset the food distribution 
system that many foods sim¬ 
ply would not be available for 
an indefinite period. 

In addition, according to 
the joint statement by the 
FDA and the U.S. agriculture 
department, about 80 per 
cent of human dietary expo¬ 
sure to nitrites comes from 
other sources. 

For instance, nitrate is 
found naturally in spinach, 
radishes, beets, celery and 
leafy vegetables as well as in 
drinking water. It is convert¬ 
ed to nitrite by bacteria found 
in the human digestive tract. 

Nitrite is used in many pro¬ 
cessed foods because they 
cannot be heated sufficiently 
to kill the botulism spores 
without destroyHig the taste 
of the food. 

NiUite-free foods, includ¬ 
ing hams and bacon, have 
been sold In recent y^ars by 
stores specializing in natural 
food products 


Scientists have known for 
15 years or more that nitrite 
combines with natural 
amines and other substances 
to form nitrosamines. a fain 
ily of powerful cancer-caus 
ing agents. 

That conversion occurs 
when bacon is fried at high 
temperature, and consumer 
groups have demanded fur 
years that the preservative 
be banned from cured meats 
and baby food. Because the 
nitrite itself was not know n («» 
be dangerous and has bei'n 
added to meats for centuries, 
the government has hesitated 
to act.

Guii-sellers await 
police once-over 


OTTAWA (CP) — Law en¬ 
forcement officers soon will 
begin security inspections of 
the country's estimated 14,- 
000 business establishments 
which sell firearms. 

The inspections are a pre¬ 
lude to enactment of more 
gun control laws Jan. 1,1179. 
On that date, all firearms 
dealers must be licensed and 
all purchasers must have an 
acquisition certificate. 

Dealer regulations now are 
awaiting final government 
approval. Bill Peters, a 
spokesman for the federal 
gun control working group, 
said in an interview this 
week. Inspections would 
begin when approval was re¬ 
ceived, probably within a few 
weeks. 

Baskally,^ the regulations 
will require businesses to 
keep firearms under lock and 
key. Dealers selling restrict¬ 
ed weapons, such as hand¬ 
guns, will require burglar 
alarms. 

Many dealers already meet 
the requirements but still 
must be inspected before 
they receive a seller's li¬ 
cence. Licences will coat $1# 
to $2ta, depending on a 
dealer's sales volume. 

Provincial governments 
will be responsible for the 
inspections. llMy can either 
set up provincial inspection 
teams or have the insoMtions 
done by local police forces. 

Gun control laws were 
passed by Parliament U 
months ago. The Urnniing of 
busineaaes and the require¬ 
ment for acquisition certifi- 
cales were to have gone into 
effect June 1 but were de¬ 
layed. 

Also delayed has been an 
amnesty recall program in 
which people will be en¬ 
couraged to turn in unwanted 
firearms and to register, 
without penalty or questions, 
any unregistered, restricted 
weapons. 

Peters said the amnesty re¬ 
call will be held sometime in 
the autumn.

There is also a risk that 
other countries will decide 
Canada is no longer a good 
place to invest, with the re¬ 
sult that pressure against the 
national currency will mount, 
Stevens suggested. 

"If it’s bad for the Ameri¬ 
cans to have a $59 billion to 
$99 billion deficit, how can 
Canadians live with a deficit 
that in relation to (total eco¬ 
nomic production) is triple 
the U.S. rate,*' he asked. 

Federal finance officials 
point out that certain expen 
ditures were sharply higher 
this year. For example. In 
June the provinces received 
about $299 million under the 
federal subsidy scheme an¬ 
nounced in the April budget 
for lowering provincial sales 
taxes. 

The federal government 
turned over tax revenues to 
the provinces in return for 
temporarily reducing their 
provincial sales tax rates in a 
measure aimed at stimulat¬ 
ing consumer spending. 
These sales tax cuts are 
scheduled to end in most 
provinces in October.

BAGUIO CITY, Philippines 
(Reuter) — A piece of scent¬ 
ed toilet soap has become the 
latest weapon in the cham¬ 
pionship battle being waged 
by the world’s two top chess 
players. 

With personal relations be¬ 
tween champion Anatoly 
Karpov and challenger Vik¬ 
tor Korchnoi steadily de¬ 
teriorating, bitterness has 
spread to their aides. 

On Friday, Viktor Ba- 
turinsky, the Soviet cham¬ 
pion’s delegation chief, re¬ 
jected a cigar sent as a peace 
offering by British grand¬ 
master Raymond Keene, who 
is the chief second for Korch¬ 
noi, a Soviet defector. 

Included with the cigar was 
an apology about an impul¬ 
sive comment which Keene 
made publicly last week 
when Karpov rebuffed the 
challenger’s outstretched 
hand for their prearranged 
handshake before starting 
each game. 

In an angry aside to report¬ 
ers, Keene said Karpov’s vio¬ 
lation of pre-match agree¬ 
ments meant Korchnoi did 
not need to bring soap to 
wash after the handshake. 

But the normally cigar 
chomping chief of Karpov’s 
delegation said Friday: “I 
will return this cigar to Mr. 
Keene together with a bar of 
scented toilet soap inscribed 
w ith the words Viktor D. Ba- 
lurinsky. Let him evaluate 
the meaning of this action.*’ 

The Soviet champion and 
the Soviet defector now have 
one victory each. The winner 
of the championship will be 
the first to win six games. 

Both sides remained in 
their quarters Friday to pre¬ 
pare strategies for today’s 
12Ui game. They have had 
nine draws in the match, now 
in its fourth week. 

Experts see Korchnoi's 
victory in the 11th gameas a 
possible turning point in the 
psychological battle between 
the two arch rivals. 

Before his equalizing win, 
Korchnoi had forced the pace 
through the four-week battie. 
But he failed to exploit obvi¬ 
ous advantages, enabling the 
champion to survive despite 
some inaccurate play.

TEHRAN (AP) - Hun¬ 
dreds of armed rioters 
clashed with police and sol¬ 
diers In the central Iranian 
city of Isfahan on Friday, 
leaving at least four dead and 
96 injured 

A government spokesman 
said ue dead were all rioters, 
but that the injured included 
police and firemen. 

The government declared 
martial law for a month and 
an 8 p.m.-to-9 a.m. curfew for 
Isfahan and InsUlled Iran’s 
first military governor in 
more than 2$ years to take 
charge of the troubled city of 
680,080 people. 

Iran is frequently plagued 
by riots by religious extrem¬ 
ists who say reforms ordered 
by the shah of Iran are con¬ 
trary to the teachings of the 
Moslem holy book, the 
Koran. 

Most of the reforms deal 
with the liberation of women 
and the re-distribution of 
church lands. 


Gatherings of more than 
three persons, including reli¬ 
gious gatherings in mosques 
during the current Moslem 
holy month of Ramadan, 
were banned. 

Witnesses said the protes¬ 
tors gathered at several 
mosques, then started 
marching through the streets 
shouting slogans, smashing 
windows and burning builtT 
ings and cars.

16. and their cousin, Donna Ulrich, 18, Roan 
oke. Ill., died of bums at the scene. 

Concord Township firemen said they 
found flames sweeping the auto from front 
to back. The im|i^ and explosion had 
blown the windshield out and sent the car 154 
feet down the highway. 

The U.S. transportation department im 
pounded the car and sent investigators from 
Washington because of concern about rear- 
end accidents involving Pintos, authorities 
said. 

Tbe accident brought to 59 the number of 
persons killed since 1975 in fiery accidents 
involving Pintos hit from behind. Six deaths 
have occurred since Ford announced a re¬ 
call of the cars in June.

Pope sought 
humble tomb 

VATICAN CITY (AP) ^ A handwritten spiritual testa¬ 
ment of Pope Paul, released Friday on the eve of his burial, 
asked for a simple funeral, a humble tomb and "pardon 
from all those to whom I may not have done good.** 

Tens of thousands of mourners filed past the body 
of the late pope on Friday as It lay in state beneath the 
Micbelangelo-^igned dome in St. Peter's Basilica. 

As of Thursday, more than ^.606 persons had viewed 
the pope’s body in St. Petei^ and at Castel Gandolfo, 
where he died of a heart attack Sunday night at age 80. 

In his 13-page testament, written in 1965 with additions 
in 1972 and 1973, Pope Paul emphasized he wanted his fu¬ 
neral to be ‘’pious and simple.’* 

He specifically asked that the catafalque used for the 
funeral be more modest than the towering structure used 
for past popes, including his predecessor. Pope John 
.XXIII. He also asked that hq be buried in the earth be¬ 
neath St. Peter’s, with no "special tomb or monument.** 

The pope requested that his personal notes, correspon¬ 
dence and writings be destroyed and he willed all of his 
possessions to the Holy See. having disposed of all inter¬ 
ests in family possessions several years ago.

"I intend to die poor and so simplify all matters of this 
kind,’’ he said. 

Representatives of about 100 countries are expected to 
attend the open-air funeral services atop the marble 
front steps of St. Peter’s today. The weather turned sudden 
ly stormy late Friday, but forecasters said it was expected 
to improve in time for tbe funeral 

Authorities' hi terrorism-plagued Italv made last-minute 
security preparations for the funeral. Snarpshooters will be 
posted on roofs and balconies and police teams will be ' 
checking buildings near the huge St. Peter’s Square, where 
as many as 100,000 people may gather for the services.

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A clear answer 
for Trudeau 

PRIME MINISTER TRUDEAU’S constituUonal 
proposals have been viewed by some as being — 
among o^r things ^ nothing more than a 
simple exercise designed by the present Ottawa 
administration to test Canadian attitudes toward 
the monarchy. 

But it has also been seen by many others as 
being nothing less than a public announcement 
of the firm intention of the Liberai government 
to reduce the role of the Queen as a first step to 
transforming Canada from a constitutional 
monarchy to a ''democratic” republic. 

Among those who see the latter course as 
one of the main objectives of the Trudeau plan 
are such experienced statesmen as former 
Tory Prime Minister John Dlefenbaker and Lib¬ 
erai Senator Eugene Forsey. Similar views have 
also been expressed by some provincial pre¬ 
miers and a number of political observers well 
versed In the machinations of the Trudeau re¬ 
gime. 

Whether their concern is justified or not Is 
difficult to say at this time. However, it would 
seem that if the prime minister is not guilty of 
this or any other Machiavellian scheme to rid us 
of our Qu^n but is simply flying a kite to judge 
how fair the wind blows in Canada in favor of the 
monarchy, he must now have his answer. 

Certainly, he would be blind and deaf if he 
failed to observe the affection Canadians of 
every racial ancestory and from every section of 
the country still hold for the Royal family which 
has been so spectacularly demonstrated during 
their recent visit here.

OTTAWA — Monique Begin’s recent 
Hpeech on the subject "Social Mythol¬ 
ogy and Social Policy" sounded like a 
UmIUi and Welfare Minister’s version 
of "It ain't necessarily so" from Porgy 
and Bess. 

In effect, she told weil-UHio. middle- 
class Canadians that most of the things 
we believe about social policy and the 
poor should be viewed with the same 
skepticism as Jonah’s ride In the 

According to Miss Begin, if we be¬ 
lieve that Canadian government expen¬ 
ditures (including social spending) are 
high compared to those of some other 
Western countries, we are wrong. 

In the same vein, she said that it’s a 
myth that income distribution is too 
equal in Canada and consequently de¬ 
stroying the incentive to work. 

At last February’s Liberal conven¬ 
tion, the prime minister told us that 
poverty in Canada is on the decline. 
Miss Begin, on the contrary, underlined 
the fact that in 1977 "the poorest 29 per 
cent of Canadian families received 1 ms 
that six per cent of total Canadian fam¬ 
ily income while the richest 29 per cent 
of Canadian families received 49 per 
cent of all the income".

But 
when she starts to analvie the economy 
and propose solutions for the poor, she 
invents myths u deceptively alluring as 
those she seeks to exorcize. 

She Is wrong when she insists that 
high levels of taxation have not affected 
economic performance.

holidays in protest against "working for 
the government."

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Norway keeping cool 
over Soviet intrusions 


OSLO — The Norwegian 
Cabinet is resisting pressures 
from inside the government 
and out for a firmer stance 
over Russian violations of 
Norway’s northern territorial 
waters. 

The spate of incideuts dur¬ 
ing the past month off the 
coast of Finnmark province, 
involving Soviet merchant 
vessels, came in what people 
here call "cucumber time," 
the Norwegian equivalent of 
the "silly season." Seme of 
the intrusions reported also 
* appear to have b^ cases of 
local imaginatioa. But offi¬ 
cial naval investigations con¬ 
firmed that four ships had in 
fact violated the Norwegian 
four-mile limit. 

This cautious estimate 
suited the Socialist govern¬ 
ment well, especially the 
ministers who sou^t to play 
down the affair. The leading 
pacifier was Jens Evensen, 
the minister in charge of law 
of the sea negotiations, who is 
due to go to Moscow this 
month for talks over^lor- 
way's claims in its high Arc¬ 
tic territory Spitsbergen 
(Svaibard). 

Norway wants a 209-mile 
Norwegian-administered fi¬ 
sheries and undersea devel¬ 
opment limit around the 
archipelago, but the Soviet 
Union, one of the signatories 
of the 1929 international 
treaty on Spitsbergen, rejects 
Oslo’s claims, just as It re¬ 
fuses to comply with many

other regulations the Norwe¬ 
gians have tried to lay down 
for onshore activities on 
Spitsbergen. 

The Russians maintain 
twice as many people in the 
island group as Norway and 
while formally acknowledg¬ 
ing Norwegian sovereignty, 
show no signs of relinquish¬ 
ing their own hold on the re¬ 
gion. 

With the world’s largest 
military concentration just 
over the border on the Kola 
peninsula, the Norwegians 
are very aware of the impor¬ 
tance the Russians attach to 
safeguarding the sea ap¬ 
proaches to Murmansk, their 
main Barents Sea port and 
naval centre. Speculation as 
to what the Russian ships 
were doing moored close in¬ 
shore aong the Finnmark 
coast focused mainly on 
underwater electronic sur¬ 
veillance and the planting or 
recovery of equipment. 

But the Norwegian press, 
backed by more outspoken 
military men, interpreted 
what was taking place as psy¬ 
chological warfare, a sort of 
unarmed gunboat diplomacy, 
in the run-up to the talks in 
Moscow. 

Since the Second World 
War, Norway has tried to 
steer an unprovocative 


course over its thinly-popu- 
laled far north. It has been a 
loyal member of NATO while 
accepting the Soviet desire 
that no non-Norwegian troops 
operate in areas close to the 
Soviet frontier. Spitsbergen 
(many Norwegians say, 
thank (kxl), is demilitarized. 

After the Cabinet discussed 
the Soviet intrusions last 
week, acting Premier and 
Foreign Minister Bjartmar 
Gjerde (the prime minister 
and foregin minister were 
both holidaying) said the gov¬ 
ernment would accept no vio¬ 
lation of its Iwrders and wa.s 
determined to pursue a firm 
and correct line over recent 
incidents.

Cost of high interest rates 
crippling our economy, 


TORONTO — The Canadian 
government increasingly re 
sembles a trustee in 
bankruptcy for foreign credi¬ 
tors, which is illustrated by 
its raising the bank rate to 
nine per cent. The bank rate 
is the interest rate charged 
by the Bank of Canada on 
loans it makes to private 
banks and, of course, a 
higher bank rate results in 
higher interest rates 
throughout the economy. 

Our interest rates are not 
set in conformity with do¬ 
mestic conditions, but jo at¬ 
tract foreign capital .to fi¬ 
nance the nation’s payments 
deficits. For three decades 
Canada has been living be¬ 
yond its means in its interna¬ 
tional transactions and to fi¬ 
nance this excessive foreign 
expenditure it has been im¬ 
porting capital. The govern¬ 
ment has been keeping inter¬ 
est rates sufficiently higher 
than U.S. rates to make it 
profitable for Canadian bor¬ 
rowers to float loans on for¬ 
eign capital markeu. 

According to orthodox eco¬ 
nomic doctrine, Canada’s 
high unemployment would 
require low interest rates to 
stimulate growth. If the gov¬ 
ernment were a free agent it 
would be slashing the bank 
rate. Between November, 

1976 and May. 1977, the Bank 
of Canada^ut the bank rate 
from 9.5 per cent to 7.5 per 
cent and if the bank rate had 
been responsive to domestic 
conditions further reductions 
would have been implement¬ 
ed. 

Under the current policy of 
encouraging capital inflows 
through high interest rates, 
our bank rate must track the 
comparable U.S. discount 
rate, and between August, 

1977 and July, 1978, the U.S. 
discount rate rose from 5.25 
per cent to 7.25 per cent. 

Canadians must contem¬ 
plate dispassionately the eco¬ 
nomic damage caused by a 
strategy that tolerates pay¬ 



ments deficits and requires 
continuous capital inflows to 
pay for them. A complicating 
factor is the wish of Canada’s 
leaders to avoid a continued 
slide in the Canadian dollar 
which would result from 
Capital inflows failing to bal¬ 
ance Canada’s payments 
deficits. 

'The costs of these policies 
are numerous and heaN 7 and 
one of the heaviest consists of 
an inflated interest rate 
structure. In contrast to Can¬ 
ada's raising its bank rate to 
nine per cent. Switzerland 
siash^ its bank rate in Feb¬ 
ruary of this year to one per 
cent. The Swiss prime lend¬ 
ing rate, the interest rate 
charged by banks on secured 
loans to their mo-st reliabie 
borrowers, was cut at the 
same time to two per cent, in 
contrast to the recent raising 
of the Canadian prime lend¬ 
ing rate‘to 9.75 per cept. 

The Swiss are prud^t busi¬ 
ness people who regard for¬ 
eign debt as the death of pros¬ 
perity. They oppose capital 
inflow by ensuring that it re^. 
ceives so little return that 
only a small percentage of it 
will persist and enter their 
economy. 

Another nation cutting its 
interest rates to deter capital 
inflows is Japan. Last March, 
the Bank of Japan cut the 
Japanese bank rate to 3.5 per 
cent. The Japanese are a 
people of practical mentality 
who oppose foreign owner¬ 
ship and capital inflows. 
They have realistically con¬ 


cluded that the costs of for 
eign capital are too heavy fo 
them to be hospitable to it. 

The damage to our econ 
omy caused by high interes 
rates is illustrated by the 
spending by Canadian gov 
ernments to service theii 
debts. In the 1960 calendai 
year, the various govern 
ments in Canada spent $1.09: 
billion to service their debt^ 
and by the 1977 calendar year 
these costs had risen to $8.9) 
billion. 

In the 1960 calendar year 
the federal government speni 
$753 million to service its 
debts and by the 1977 calen 
dar year these costs had risen 
to $5,111 billion. In the 1977 
1978 fiscal year the Canadian 
government estimates it 
spent $5,424 billion servicing 
its debts and it is predicting 
that in the 1978-1979 fiscal 
vear that figure will be up to 
$6.65 billion. 

The debt costs to the gov 
ernments of Canada repre 
sent the most rapidly rising 
item of their budgets and the 
rate of increase is directi> 
attributable to the high inter 
est rates imposed to draw 
foreign capital. 

The costs are consuming 
funds which should be avai 
lable for the provision of vital 
senices and for the reduction 
of tax rates. To the extent 
that needed funds are divert¬ 
ed to debt charges from use¬ 
ful public services and cuts in 
tax rates, the living stan¬ 
dards of Canadians are re¬ 
duced. 

The articles of faith of Can 
ada's economic managers 
that chronic and massive 
payments deficits and a high 
V aluation of Canada’s curren¬ 
cy are treasures beyond price 
must be re-examined. The 
costs of interest rates alone 
resulting from these policicN 
are crippling Canada’s econ 
omy and the Canadian gov 
emment must cut them dras 
tically, not continue raising 
them. 


Reaching for the sky in pipe-lines 



LONDON — An incredible 
"sky train" of balloons towed 
by an airship has been pro¬ 
posed as a means of moving 
oil and natural gas from Si¬ 
beria to European parts of 
the Soviet union. 

The revolutionary plan, 
now being "actually studied’’ 
by the InstitutM of aviation 
engineers and truck pipe-line 
constructors, envisages a 
train of jumbo-size balloons 
hauled by a large airship at 
the front and stabilized by 
another airship at the rear — 
the whole thing nearly a mile 
long. 

Hie balloons, which are in¬ 
tended to derive their lift 
from natural gas, would be 
expected to carry nearly 590 
million gallons of oil or gas 
condensate in suspended con¬ 
tainers. 

News of the proposalthe 
brainchild of a vtduntary de-, 
sign bureau of professionai 
engineers in Kiev, long 
famous as a centre of scien¬ 
tific research — has been re¬ 
ceived with raised eyebrows 
by European aerospace engi¬ 
neers.

Design work on "new gen¬ 
eration’’ airships for passen¬ 
gers and freight has been 
under way in Kiev, capital of 
the Ukraine and the third-lar- 
gest city in the Soviet UnkMi, 
since the late ISiOs. One early 
design, the D-1, was expected 
to be several times cheaper 
to operate than airplanes .

Drawings showed an air¬ 
ship quite different from the 
conventional cigar shape of 
the 1930s. It was given an 
"ideal aerodynamic shape" 
by designer Roman Gokh- 
man. using an envelope of 
lightweight laminate of glass 
fibre.

21 of them — held helium 
gas. 

With an overall length of 
376 feet, the ship had a maxi 
mum diameter of 82 feet and 
a volume of more than 800.00U 
cubic feet. 

In the Uil was a powerful 
gas turbine engine driving a 
propeller installed in an aero 
dynamic "ring," said to in 
crease thrust by 15 per cent. 

It is yet to be revealed if the 
giant airships proposed for 
the "sky train" inc'orporate 
any of these ideas.

Urban sprawl 
fouls peninsula 


There is a parcel of land in Sidney/North Saanich bound¬ 
ed b>’ Frost Avenue, McTavish Road. Canora Road, and 
the highway. R is a parcel of field and forest; a place 
where quiet animals hide — deer, mice, rabbits — and 
birds abound. An old barn stands dejected, but breath¬ 
ing history’; its boards creak and sway with the west wind, 
and swallows glide between them, up to their nests in the 
former loft. 

Yet this land's simple beauty has been ignored: it 
will die as other of the peninsula’s open spaces have died 
for it has been slated for development. 

' Its rural serenity will wither as mobile homes are built, 
trailers (or houses) whose glaring aluminum exudes the 
essence of the foul disease. Urban Sprawl. 

If preservation has been deemed impossible, then at 
least, conservation should be practised: it requires only de¬ 
velopmental foresight. 

The peaceful quality can be maintained if structures 
that blend, rather than sting the landscape are built. These 
could be of wood, and in clusters in order to leave a good 
deal of open land around them (land for garden plots 
and walkways, for example). The trees could be left stand¬ 
ing: the culvert removed from the stream, and per¬ 
haps a wooden plank bridge built. (In spring the stream is 
a nesting site for mallards, and at the sea it becomes a 
haven for waterfowl, salmon and trout.) But now, because 
of the culvert It is stagnant, algal, and nettles abound. 
Some extra coats will arise in the building of a '‘blending" 
community with open space, but perhaps the builder can 
bd government subsidized, for the benefits are innumer¬ 
able and invaluable. 

Just to mention a few: 

• The rural beauty and the environmental quality 
would be maintained; 

• The low-cost bousing intention can be retained; 

• The residents wi|l have a home needing little upkeep, 
comparable to the home that was retired from, not an in¬ 
stitution. nor a development that can be labelUHl at a 
glance as low cost hou.sing. 

• An unobtrusive design that enhances or blends with 
the wooded landscape and the fields and leaves some space 
open rather than destroying these qualities, and creating 
an asphalt shroud, would show the foresight of the builder. 
The benefits to him would have a price: he would be given 
more opportunity to build. 

A development that is an ugly slash, another handful of 
salt in the peninsula’s seeping wound will make him, if 
justice is done, an outlawed and marked man. 

The municipality must have foresight too, and be 
judicious in approving plans: it is in the local government's 
hands to conserve the penin.sula’s rural identity and natu¬ 
ral beauty for tomorrow .

Battle coming over pipeline 


By THE CANADIAN PRESS 

A behind-the-scenes battle appears to 
be In the making for control of Tran- 
sCanada Pipelines Ltd., the only natu¬ 
ral gas pipeline link between east and 
west. 

A series of reports in the past week 
indicate that Alberta-based companies 
may be behind the move to buy the 
TransCanada shares of Canadian Pa¬ 
cific InvestmenU Ltd. of Montreal, ma¬ 
jority shareholder of the pipeline com¬ 
pany with a 13 per cent Interest. 

At one point, the Alberta, government 
was mentioned as a potential buyer but 
this was promptly denied by Energy 
Minister Don GeUy. 



Several other potential Alberta suit¬ 
ors. including Alberta Gas Trunk Line 
Co Ltd. and Alberta Energy Co. Ltd., 30 
per cent owned by the provincial gov¬ 
ernment. also denied any interest in 
TransCanada. 

Canadian Pacific, while admitting it 
had been approached about Its shares, 
declined to Identify the suitors. 

In the midst of these exchanges. En¬ 
ergy Analects, a Toronto-based weekly 
newsletter, speculated that a group of 
Alberta companies, headed by Atco In¬ 
dustries Ltd. and partly bankrolled by 
the Alberta Heritage Fund, plan to buy 
enough of TransCanada's shares to get 
a toehold Into the company. 


Currently, only three of TransCana- 
da's directors are from Alberta and two 
of those are officers of PanCanadlan 
Petroleums Ltd., a Canadian Pacific 
controlled company. 

But officials of Atco denied they were 
involved. 

Enegry Analects said Alberta pro¬ 
ducers would like to sell more of their 
surplus gas to TransCanada. By buying 
Canadian Pacific shares, they could 
obtain more leverage on TransCana- 
da's board, ensuring more sales of Al¬ 
berta gas. 

Meanwhile, TransCanada's stock has 
been heavily traded in recent days, up 
$1.13 last week to pass the $l8-a-share 
mark.

In Madrid, the Spanish na¬ 
tional airline Iberia cancelled 
42 flights to and from BriUln 
and continental Europe In an¬ 
ticipation of expected con¬ 
gestion. 

British airports put on 
extra sUff and prepared to 
accommodate any travellers 
stranded by cancelled or de¬ 
layed flights. Manchester 
airport arranged for three 
days of entertaiment by pop 
groups, comedians and cir¬ 
cus acts to keep delayed 
travellers busy, 

Two weeks ago when the 
2.S00 controllers worked to 
rule over a holiday weekend 
passengers throughout West¬ 
ern Europe spent hours, 
sometimes days, at airports 
waiting for their planes. 

Airport sources said condi- 


tions this weekend were un¬

French Transport Minister 
Joel le Theule urged airlines

The French controllers, 
who occupy a key position on 
the air lanes of Western Eu¬ 
rope. have jurisdiction over 
only 10 per cent of French air 
space. The rest is reserved 
for military traffic. 

Their unions, In addition to 
demanding better pay and 
conditions, are also calling 
for more sophisticated track¬ 
ing equipment ^ naore staff 
at peak periods to improve 
security.

EDMONTON (CP) — Can* 
•da realized lu goal of win¬ 
ning the Commonwealth 
Garnet for the firet time Fri¬ 
day, winning eight gold 
medals to boost its total to 
44-an all-time record for any 
country. 

Wrestlers led off Canada*! 
best gold-medal day of the 
Games by winning four 
events, the track and field 
athletes followed with two 
more and the boxers capped 
it off with two titles. 

The Canadian fighters 
broke a 18-year drought when 
light-middleweight Kelly 
Perlette of Spruce Grove, 
Alta., and light-heavyweight 
Roger Fortin of Montreal 
won boxing golds. The last 

r irevious win was by another 
Ight-middleweight, Roger 
Mann, In 1982. 

In addition to winning two 
track and field medals, Cana¬ 
dians came close in two other 
events—the marathon and 
women’s high Jump-^wt had 
to settle /or silvers and 
bronzes In both events. 

Borys Chambul of Toronto 
woo tbe discus with a best 
throw of 59.70 metres, well 
short of the Games record of 
83.08 set by Robin Talt of New 
Zealand In 1974. Bradley Coo¬ 
per of tbe Bahamas won the 
silver and Robert Gray of 
Toronto the bronze. 

Jerome Drayton of Toronto 
led the marathon until the 
final stages but GIdemas 
.Shahanga of Tanzania passed 
him to win the gold in 
2:15.39.74. Drayton, who 
missed the 10,008 metres be¬ 
cause of back problems and 
wasn’t sure he would try the 
marathon, took the silver and 
Paul Bannon of Mississauga, 
Gnt., the bronze. 

Debbie Brill of Aldergrove, 
the favorite in the women's 
high jump, lost a duel with 
Katrina Gibbs of Australia.

Lorna Boothe led an Eng¬ 
lish sweep of medals in the 
women’s 188-metre hurdles.

Northern Dancer was something special as a run¬ 
ner. There were 14 trips to the winners^circle in 18 starts for 
earnings of $580,806, and in 1964 there were victories in 
the Flamingo Stakes, the Florida Derby, the Kentucky 
Derby, the Preakness Stakes and the Queen's Plate. And, 
many horsemen still claim, there would have been a tri¬ 
ple crown If Jockey Bill Hartack had forced the Issue 
against Quadrangle in the Belmont instead of asking for 
a lalf move which brought only a show finish. 

It was quite a year, top^, as it turned out, by a 
truly Impressive run in the Queen's Plate. There bad 
been at intention to retire Northern Dancer at three, 
biR there were some tendon troubles and it was decided 
not to risk serious injury and let Northern Dancer start 
iijiy on a eareer as sire.

Jon McDermott, who 
escaped from William Head 
prison on May 23, 1974, was 
granted a parole Aug. 3 on the

The same day, McDermott 
boarded a plane for Sydney, 
Australia, and he can only 
have his parole revoked if he 
returns to Canada without 
special permission.

U.S. rejects space-ears funding 


Financing for most mobile 
homes is done through a 
chattel mortgage, but some 
financial institutions are now 
using conditional sales con¬ 
tracts. “The latter presents 
certain difficulties regarding 
registration and security and 
second mortgages will not be 
available on co^itlonai sales 
contract,’* the minister said. 

The new regulations apply 
to mobile homes purchased 
on or after Aug. 10. 


WASHINGTON (CP) - 
U.S. scientists may have to 
wait .some time to discover 
whether there are intelligent 
life forms in the universe 
beaming radio messages in 
the vacinlty of planet Earth. 

The U.S. National Aeronau¬ 
tics and Space Administra¬ 
tion had hoped to get funding 
in fiscal 1979 to start its five- 
year Search for Extraterres¬ 
trial Intelligence program, 
but Congress appears un¬ 
likely to co-operate. 

NASA’s request for $2 mil- 
lion~an amount one agency 
official described as “a drop 
in the cosmic bucket”—has 
been turned down by the Sen¬ 
ate appropriations commit¬ 
tee and cut to $600,000 by the 
House of Representatives 
committee. 

This means NASA probably 
will have to wait at least until 


1980 before it can put into full 
operation the Jet propulsion 
laboratory’s radio astronomy 
project which would involve 
listening for sounds from 
outer space. 

The agency already has a 
lot of antennas and sophisti¬ 
cated listening equipment but 
needs the extra money to 
carry out refinements and to 
purchase some new equip¬ 
ment, an official said Fri¬ 
day. 

Without the aOttstments, 
he said, “It would be like 
using a one-tube racRo—you 


can listen 24 hours a day but 
you are not likely to pick up 
Austnlia.” 

NASA sees its project as 
involving a full-sky scan of 
the range of radio frequen¬ 
cies ‘‘where you are most 
likely to receive artificial 
noises,** he said. 


These noises then would be 
separated from natural back¬ 
ground space noise and exa¬ 
mined. 

Ideas about using radio as¬ 
tronomy in the search for in¬ 
telligent life will be discussed 
by NASA officials, indepen¬ 
dent scientists and others 


currently involved in the sci¬ 
ence at a hearing of the 
House space science commit 
tee next month. 

They note, however, that 
some programs which are 
killed ono year oan be ap 
proved and fundad the next.

It was a birthday card 
from a yuung husband to 
his wife, scrawled with 1 
love yous. 

A photograph of the 
bare-shouldered, smiling 
couple was pasted in 
side. 

But the woman never 
received the card. It was 
never mailed. 

Six to 24 hours after the 
card was given to a pris¬ 
on guard to mall, the 
man. John Marlow, 20. 
apparently set fire to his 
Wilkinson Road Jail ceil 
and barricaded himself 
inside. 

Shortly after the fire, 
on Sunday, June 4. a 
guard turned the card 
over to a Saanich con¬ 
stable. David MacDon¬ 
ald. 

MacDonald kept the 
card until Thursday’s in¬ 
quest. when it was sub¬ 
mitted as evidence. 

Marlow was awaiting 
trial in Wilkinson Road 
after being charged in 
connection with an April 
15 riot at the minimum- 
security Jordan River 
prison camp, where he 
was serving a sentence 
for breaking and enter¬ 
ing. 


When the fire started in 
his Wilkinson Road cell, 
the Jail's fire ho.ses failed 
to reach the cell, the pro 
vincial fire marshal's of 
fice later reported. 

About a month after the 
fire, on July 2, in the 


bums unit of Victoria 
(ienerai Hospital. Mar 
low died after inhaling 
the contents of his stom¬ 
ach. 

An inquest Thursday 
Mas told by a provincial 
fire Inspector that flam¬ 


mable paint in the cell 
heated up and Ignited. 

Flames whipped 
around the ceiling In a 
matter , of seconds, and 
temperatures reached 1.- 
800 degrees Fahrenheit. 

The card was read to a 
coroner's jury on Thurs¬ 
day. It said. 

“For my wife on your 
birthday. Happy birthday 
with all my love. 

“I’m crazy over you. 

“1 love you. 

“John. 

“Love is . . .Remem¬ 
bering Me when I am 
gone. 

“You promised me/ 
You would see me/ (illeg¬ 
ible) Sunday andT' 

A heart was drawn, 
with the initials, *'JM 
loves NM." 

On the envelope flap 
was written: “T.L.4.E 
SWMK ILY.“ 

- The envelope was ad¬ 
dressed to Campbell 
River, given a box num¬ 
ber and street address. 

The card was filed as 
F.xhibit 4. The inquest, 
which has met four times, 
resumes for the final time 
Monday. 


A big dream for E&N 


He's master of bridge 
over troubled waters 


Gordon Heiniker had what could be called 
a bad day Friday. 

Heiniker, the bridgemaster on duty at the 
.iohnson Street Bridi^, had about 15 feet of 
guard rail ripped from the bridge before a 
car dropped down into the water of the 
inner Harbor at about 2:30 p.m. 

Two hours later. Heiniker thought he wit¬ 
nessed a drowning and Victoria police and 
two divers were called in before a c*omedy of 
errors was unravelled. 

A westbound 1963 Chevrolet Nova driven 
by Pete^Paul Sarakannas, 422 Wilson, ap¬ 
parently lost control and took out the steel 
railing before plunging between the two 
spans of the bridge. Fortunately, Sarakan¬ 
nas was able to get out of his vehicle before 
it went over, and suffered only minor cuts to 
his face. 

Traffic had to be rerouted, and the ensuing 
jams snarled traffic for blocks, exasperat¬ 
ing ferry-bound travellers and other drivers 
for hours. 


The rush hour, starting about 3:30 p.m.. 
made the situation worse, and at 6:30 
driving in downtown Victoria was still a test 
of patience. 

At about 4:30, Heiniker looked out beneath 
the bridge and saw a man in the water, 
shouting and screaming. 

Heiniker told police he had seen the man 
and another male in the same area only 10 
minutes earlier and assumed the screaming 
man had lost his friend in the water. 

Police and an ambulance arrived and 
divers Jim Cavent, 430 Michigan, and Rick 
Worrall, 948 EIsquimalt. also got into the act 
before the situation was cleared up. , 

The screaming man was intoxicat^ and 
his friend, in a similar state, staggered 
back to a residence on nearby Wilson Street 
and passed out. 

Police pulled the one man out of the water 
and lodged him in jail to sober up. then 
went to his Wilson Street home where they 
found his companion sound asleep.

High winds and foul weath¬ 
er kept the Pacific Rescue 
Centre busy on Friday. 

Two Coast Guard boats and 
two helicopters were sent out 
Friday afternoon to look for a 
20-foot pleasure boat report¬ 
ed sinking off Saratoga 
Beach, between Courtenay 
and Campbell River, but no 
sign of a boat was found, and 
no boats of that kind have 
been reported missing, a 
centre s^esman said. 

High southeast winds up 
Georgia Strait grounded two 
boats near Denman Island. 
The two pas.sengers in one 
made their way ashore, ^nd 
were followed, piece by 
piece, by their boat, while the 
second boat was pulled back 
out to safer water and an¬ 
chored.

Pretty big talk for a little 
railway service that was de¬ 
scribed by CP Rail as an 
economic flop in its original 
one-car stage and sentenced 
to death by the Canadian 
Transport Commission. 

But not too big for John 
Cooper, chairman of the Van¬ 
couver Island Steering Com¬ 
mittee. which is trying to 
save the historic service. 

Cooper lias been invited to 
address a joint session of the 
Courtenay, Comox and Cum¬ 
berland councils Monday 
night, and he says he's going 
to present details of a pre¬ 
liminary proposal for in¬ 
creased traffic. 

Basically, it would see 
morning and afternoon trips 
leaving both Victoria and 
Courtenay each day, with 
commuter service from Nan¬ 
aimo and Langford. It would 
mean putting three trains 
into service. 


Cooper, whose United 
Transportation Union mem- 
bcr.H at the F&N got the 
committee off the ground, 
says the tandem service (two 


cars) now In effect Is carry¬ 
ing as many as 150 passen¬ 
gers each wa.v—a consider¬ 
able Improvement over the 
handfuls that used to ride the 
single car. 


The E&N passenger ser¬ 
vice was to have ended ear¬ 
lier. but has been given a 
reprieve to Dec. 13 to allow 
the province to fight the CTC 
decision in the courts. 


Wide demand slashes 
region polio vaccine 


Only 500 doses from a 3.000-dose order of 
Salk polio vaccine have been received by 
the Capital Regional District, because of a 
large demand on the vaccine from all over 
Canada. 

The shortfall meant that many who had 
made appointments to receive the injec¬ 
tions this week went away without them, 
regional health officer Dr. Allan Ameil said 
Friday. 

More of the vaccine has been ordered, and 
should be available next week. 

Those who have been in contact with a 
polio carrier, are travelling to or from an 
area where the disease is endemic, or whose 
professions put them at risk, can get the 
vaccine on a priority basis. For the rest, 
appointments are being made and the vac¬ 


cine will be given as long as supplies exist, 
Arneil said. 

But there is no cause for undue concern 
because a case of polio has occurred in 
the Fraser Valley, he said. 

“There has only been one confirmed case 
in B.C., and although no one can say 
whether there will be any more infected 
from that or other recent cases (In On¬ 
tario), nevertheless the likelihood ^ts less 
as time passes." 

Anyone who has had a complete series or a 
booster polio immunization within the last 
five years does not need further immuniza¬ 
tion at this time, he said. 

'*The unimmunized or poorly-immunized 
child is the one we feel most needs pro¬ 
tection." 


Royal Theatre vote shakes partnership 


If the mayors know something, they aren't talking

The future of a 62-year-old 
Victoria landmark, saved 
five years ago from the 
wrecker’s hammer, is once 
again in doubt. 

The Royal Theatre is again 
(KTCupying centre stage in a 
debate among its owner 
municlpalities->Oak Bay. 
.Saanich and Victoria—over 
wl^ether money should be 
spent on renovations. 

Saanich council voted 
Toesday to pay its share 
(140,000) of an additional 
$190,000 to complete an origi¬ 
nal $400,000 refurbishing pro> 
gram, but Victoria city coun- 
ciTin a close vote rejected the 
request. Oak Bay council 
meets at 5 p.m. Monday to 
discuss the matter. 

City council’s unexpected 
decision has raised the ire of 
aldermen who represent the 
nfli^ councils on the theatre 
committee. 

Saanich representative 
Aid; Ian Cass said Friday 
that if Oak Bay supports the 
proposal, “we have a good 
case to go to the city and tell 
them tl^y can manage the 
theatre themselves," 

He said: “If the city Is not 
prepared to let the committee 
manage the building, we 
should get out of the opera¬ 
tion and let the city take it 

OVOf." 

AW. John Goult, Oak Bay's 
representative on the com 
mlttee. said he very much 


regretted Victoria's deci¬ 
sion. 

If the mayors of Victoria 
and Saanich know something 
about plans for a civic centre, 
a clear statement would be 
appreciated, he said. 

^ “I'm fed up with this kin¬ 
dergarten approach. 1 feel we 
are being caught up in Sam 
Bawif's next election cam¬ 
paign.” 

Goult said he was not pre¬ 
pared to sa^ whether he 
would support “pulling the 
plug" but if city council 
wanted to behave in the man¬ 
ner demonstrated Thursday 
^ “maybe they should buy the 
* other two municipalities 
out." 

Both Goult and Cass said 
they took strong exception to 
sutements made by Mayor 
Michael Young during coun¬ 
cil debate. 

They disagreed with the 
mayor's statement that “we 
have deviated far from the 
original intent of what'was to 
happen to the building." say¬ 
ing that all repairs and reno¬ 
vations now planned were the 
same as originally planned 
except for work needed to 
meet orders of the fire mar¬ 
shal. 

Inflation had also in¬ 
creased the costs, they said. 

“1 just fail to understand 
Mike's double-talk, and find 
it disappointing a partner in 


. city CMtradIclory 


the venture would behave 
like this," Goult said. 

Cass, meanwhile, .saW he 
found it strange that the city 
aldermen optMoed to spend¬ 
ing money on the theatre 
“are the same people carry¬ 
ing the banner for support of 
rental facilities for a new li¬ 
brary." 

He termed Young's state¬ 
ments on the Royal Theatre 
request “utter balderdash." 

The program now Is essen¬ 
tially the same as that pro¬ 


posed 18 months ago, he 
said. 

Part of the additional mon¬ 
ey—$40,000—was needed to 
pay for architectural and 
engineering assistance, Cass 
said. Originally, it had been 
thought that this service 
would be provided by staff of 
the three municipalities, “but 
this didn’t work out." 

Demands made by the fire 
marshal added an additional 
$30,000, while renovations Jo 
dressing rooms and the 
under-stage area would now 
cost $125(000 compared with 
an original estimate of $81,- 
500. 

“There are no frills, no lux¬ 
ury items in the package," he 
said. “It’s entirely compat¬ 
ible with the orlginai pack 
age." 

Ca.ss said the additional 
$190,000 included a $50,000 
contingency. 

“And we expect a mini¬ 
mum revenue of $30,000 a 
year once the theatre is re¬ 
furbished." 

He was scornful of a sug¬ 
gestion by city Aid. William 
Tindall that work on the the¬ 
atre be halted until the three 
councils had reviewed the 
work schedule. 

“After almost a two-year 
struggle the point has been 
reached where we can start 


the renovations. If this is 
going to be the attitude, I 
won’t be a committee mem¬ 
ber next year." 

Tindall’s suggestion would. 
Cass said, delay the project 
for at least a year. 

He said be would press for 
an emergency meeting of the 
committee and was consider¬ 
ing proposing the work go 
ahead despite Victoria's ob¬ 
jection. 

Cass said It was difficult to 
understand the logic of al¬ 
dermen who* would vote to 
support the library proposal 
and then balk at pa)ing $41,- 
000 over the next two years to 
renovate a municipally- 
owned building. 

Saanich Mayor Mel Couve- 
lier, who cast the lone di^* 
seating vote on the motion 
supporting the additional 
money, said in an interview 
Friday he was pleased with 
the Victoria council vote. 

The original decision to 
spend $400,000 to renovate the 
building had to be questioned. 
“I felt it was a case of pour¬ 
ing money down the drain." 

-. The Royal was bought for 
$250,000 simply to ensure a 
home for the Victoria Sym¬ 
phony, he said, but since then 
the situation had changed 
and the symphony was now 
examining the wisdom of re¬ 
ducing its number, in which 
case the recently-completed

auditorium at University of 
Victoria would be suitable. 

Spending $600,000 on^reno- 
vations would not give the 
contributing municipalities a 
building they could be proud 
of, he contended. “We would 
just be holding the line." 

Couveller reiterated state¬ 
ments he made earlier this 
week that a decision was im¬ 
minent on a new civic centre 
facility. 

“Everj'one knows who has 
(he ball and who's going to 


make the announcement. A 
public announcement will be 
made very soon," he said 

“It would be true to say at¬ 
tempts are being made to put 
a deal together." 

Couvelier said an an¬ 
nouncement would have to 
come fairly quickly so as not 
to jeopardize plans now being 
discussed by the CapiUl Re- 
^on District on the advisabil¬ 
ity of establishing a com¬ 
bined convention and arts 
centre in the region. 

Agreeing it would likely be 
three years before such a fa¬ 
cility was built, Couvelier 
said that in the interim facili¬ 
ties at the university could be 
used as well as the Royal. 

He accuiied the fire mar¬ 
shal of being “extremely dif¬ 
ficult" in the safety features 
he was ordering at the 
Royal. 

“Some of the things are 
marginal,"^ he said. “I'm not 
too excited about the lack of 
safety in the building as it’s 
not used for big-name shows 
tlX) frequently." 

He said he had been as¬ 
sured by Young that the city 
has a number of downtown 
sites suitable for a civic 
centre development.

Swarming in on enemy 


By ED ARMSTRONG 


Consideiiiif the swarm of complaints about mos¬ 
quito numbers this year, a look into the world of the 
mosquito ought to be of some interoat. Therefore, this 
bit of research: 

Mosquitoes exist almost everywhere in the world 
except the polar regions. They swarm in enormous 
numbers above the Arctic Circle, for example, but only 
for a short period because there is such a short season of 
warm weather. So, not all the mosquitoes are in your 
backyard; it just seems that way. 

There are estimated to be around 2,700 species of 
mosquitoes, about 130 of which abound in North Ameri¬ 
ca. 

Mosquito is a word of Spanish origin meaning little 
fly. The English originally called them gnats, but that 
word since has come to refer to non-blood sucking 
relatives of the mosquito. 

Not all species of mosquitoes attack humans. Some 
feed only on birds, some on rodents, some even on ants. 
Others feed only on fruit or flowers. A lot of them are not 
particularly choosy, however; they will bite any warm¬ 
blooded or even cold-blooded animal that’s handy. 

It may be difficult to convince someone sitting out 
doors In the evening these days of this, but mosquitoes 
live on lots of things other than blood. 

In fact, the male mosquito doesn't drill into your 
body with a tiny needle and take out your blood. He lives 
mostly on ca rbohydrates he gets from fruit. flowers and 
the like. It's only the female of the species that goes for 
blood. 

Why? Apparently it has to do with egg laying. The 
mosquito will produce eggs only after having loaded up 
its system with blood. 

After she drinks from your body, or somebody 
else's — or a dog's or a pig's or a cow’s etc. — the 
female mosquito finds some sheltered place and rests 
up for a few days while the eggs develop. Then she's off 
to find someplace to deposit those eggs where they'll 
hatch and produce a new generation of the pesk>’ Hying 
insects. 

The favorite depasitory for eggs is water; standing, 
stagnant water. 

The average garden variety mosquito may lay 300 
or 400 eggs at one sitting. If just one-half of one per cent 
of those eggs produce mosquitoes that reach middle age 


(for a mosquito that's a couple of months old), the 
population will be maintained. 

The mama mosquito may test the water for its 
proper hospitableness to her eggs by drinking some of 
it. The eggs will take two to 11 days to hatch, depending 
on the variety of mosquito. The hatch are larvae, which 
for most varieties is a stage lasting about seven to nine 
days in the water. (When I was a youngster we called 
them wiggle-tails.) The pupa sage lasts a couple of days 
more; then they emerge as buzzing fliers. 

Not all varieties prefer standing water as a breed¬ 
ing ground; some bre^ only In streams, but those are in 
the minority. 

How do they survive the winter? Some live through 
the winter as adults, hiding in such places as cellars, 
stables and other outbuildings. Mosquitoes can go 
several months without food, something that's hard to 
believe as hungry as they seem these summer eve¬ 
nings. Some survive the winter as eggs, some in the 
larvae stage. 

Not all mosquitoes lay their eggs in water, although 
they apparently will hatch only in water. Some deposit 
eggs in depressions in the ground where water is likely 
to stand at some future time; then when the water 
comes, the eggs hatch. 

Why doesthe mosquito make the buzzing sound that 
can keep you awake at night? When it flies, the insect's 
wing beat Is 250 to 500 times a second; the faster the 
beat, the higher pitched the whine or buzz. 

The mosquito is aerodynamically agile and power¬ 
ful. It can hover over a potential landing site or take 
sudden evasive action. It can fly safely though a 
moderate rainstorm, dodging the raindrops, and then 
land still dry and ready for a meal. It can carry away a 
load of blood several times its unladen weight. 

What attracts female mosquitoes to their prey? 
There may be several things, but apparently one of the 
things is heat. If there are two animals side by side and 
one has a higher body heat than the other, most 
varieties of mosquito appear to prefer the warmer 
one. 

Mosquitoes are disease carriers, particularly in the 
tropics where such things as yellow fever and malaria 
abound, and have not been totally eradicated. But In our 
climate they may carry encephalitis (sleeping sick¬ 
ness) to humans and such parasites as heart worm to 
dogs. 




Dear Dr. Thoslefioa: Occa¬ 
sionally after a bowel move¬ 
ment I get painful itching of 
the rectum. An examination 
by a physician showed no ab¬ 
normality. Clan the itching be 
due to some foods I eat? — 
L.P. 

It might be something in 
your diet. Black pepper is a 
common cause of rectal itch. 
Others have reported coffee 
and beer as causes. If you are 
a heavy user of these items 
you might try avoiding them 
and note any changes. An 
allergy would likely produce 
other symptoms in the gas¬ 
trointestinal tract along with 
the rectal itch. Also, suspect 
toilet tissue, especially the 
tinted or odorized kinds. I get 
reports of this as a cause 
from other readers. 

Dear Dr. TheslesMi: I tell 
my husband he should not 
take a.spirin when he has 
been drinking alcoholic 
drinks. He says I'm nuts. 
What about this? — Mrs. 
P.J. 

You are right. Alcohol can 
make the stomach lining 
more sensitive to the aspirin. 
Nevertheless, millions will 
continue to use aspirin and 
other irritating medicine for 
their “morning after'' symp¬ 
toms. They should do so with 
a meal or a glass of milk. 

Dear Dr. Thostesoa: In a 
recent article pertaining to 
biliary atresia, you indicate it 
is not common. May I say 
that it shows up in one in 
every 5,000 births. Cystis fi¬ 
brosis occurs in one in every 
20.000 births, and muscular 
dystrophy one in every 50,000 
births. We want to thank you 
for your special notice to our 
organization and cause. — 
L.L. Browa, Pediatric Liver 
Research Faandatioa, lac. 

Thank you for the note ~ 
and the figures. It Is ap¬ 
parently more common than 
I thought. 

Dear Dr. Thetlesoa: I 
heard some women have 
periods after menopause. 
True? - Mrs K.K. 

Impossible. A woman has 
either entered menopause or 
she has not. If she has and 
experiences bleeding that 
. must be investigated. Meno¬ 
pause means the ending of 
menstruation. 

Dear Dr. Thealeaea: What 
would cause a healthy, 2h- 
year-old woman to cease 
menstruating? My doctor 
checked me over and found 
nothing wrong. He said he 
could force tte periods with 
hormone injections, but as 1 
have no desire to become

pregnant I declined. My 
periods had been very regu¬ 
lar until they stopped abrupt¬ 
ly two years ago. I am 5 feet. 
2 Inches tall, weigh 110 
pounds. My blo^ pressure is 
OK. 1 do have poor circula¬ 
tion. with cold fingers and 
toes all the time and dry 
skin. Should 1 simply leave 
well enough alone and consid¬ 
er it just an early menopause 
or should I pursue matters 
further? I have never used 
the pill and am not on any 
medication curreittly. — D.B. 

Ould be an early meno¬ 
pause, a fact your doctor 
could easily establish with 
tests. The only other thought 
I have concerns low thyroid 
function. The coldness and 
dryness of your skin might 
suggest that, so it should be 
examined. Other symptoms 
of this might be sluggishness, 
and unexplained weight gain. 

Dear Dr. lIloetesMi: Two 
years ago when my daughter 
was 18 she had three men¬ 
strual periods in six weeks. 
After an examination she was 
told she was OK. Soon after, 
she returned to her monthly 


periods. Recently, she has 
been ha\ing extra periods. 
She is otherwise healthy.— 
Mrs. L.A. 

This is called “functional 
bleeding." It can occur in any 
menstruating woman, but is 
more common at her age. 
The problem usually re¬ 
sponds to appropriate hor¬ 
mone treatment. Often a D 
and C (dilatation and curet- 
Uge) is needed to examine 
the uterine tissue. Frequent¬ 
ly, the D and C itself helps 
correct matters. She should 
certainly return to the gyne¬ 
cologist, who can evaluate 
matters for her. She also 
needs blood tests to find out if 
the bleeding is producing any 
anemia. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I un¬ 
derstand there is a foolproof 
blood test to tell if there is 
cancer present in the body. 
Why doesn't everj'one have it 
so they can be treated?— 
Mrs. C.B. 

There is no such foolproof 
universal test or even one 
approaching It. If there was 
one (as th^ we have for 
syphilis or sickle cell ane¬ 
mia) everyone would be 
urged to have it. Such a test 
would be a major “break¬ 
through" and great news, in¬ 
deed.

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Made In England. 
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Garden Notes 


Shortly after the Second World War 
there waa a period of considerable ex¬ 
citement in the gardening world over a 
new technique for applying fertilizer to 
plants. Rather than placing the fertiliz¬ 
er in the ground to be taken up by the 
roots, (he chemicala were dissolved in 
water and applied as a weak nutrient 
spray to the topgrowth, where It is taken 
in through the leaf porta. This is known 
as foliar feeding * feeding through the 
foliage — and can be compared with the 
Intravenous feeding of hospital patients 
who can’t take nourishment by mouth. 

1 took a crack at foliar feeding when 
it first became popular, and with some 
rather dramatic results. Just how much 
of the stimulated growth waa due to the 
fertilizer absorbed by the leaves and 
how much through the roots, I couldn’t 
say, for there was always a certain 
amount of drip to the ground. 

I tried several brands of high-test 
soluble fertilizer, and while I couldn’t 
detect any superiority in one brand over 
another, the growth and general health 
of the plants was obviously better than 
in unsprayed plants. 

Since that time. I have gone a bit 
sour on foliar feeding, not because there 
is anything wrong with it, but because It 
doesn’t fit in with my own slap-dash 


brand of gardening The technique has 
its uses. It is true, lust like the Intraven¬ 
ous feediiig in m^cine. but for general 
everyday use, I can’t say I am overly 
enthusiastic. 

The trouble lies, not in the technique, 
but in the natural-bom shiftlessness of 
the human animal. Foliar feeding works 
like a charm when you keep It up, 
wetting down the leaves of the ^ants on 
a regular and consistent ichedule with a 
fine, misty spray of the fertillier solu- 
*tion. It is when you get careless and 
miss a few feedings that trouble 
arises. 

I suspect that when the plants re¬ 
ceive all their necessary nutrients by 
way of the leaf pores, the roots don’t 
have very much work to do. They go all 
fat and lazy, and instead of foraaing 
around scratching for a living, they Just 
stay put. doing nothing at all but an¬ 
choring the plant In the soil. Certainly 
the root system of plants fed In this way 
Is not very extensive — more like the 
fleshy roots you get on a slip rooted in 
water — and nothing like so well 
equipped with root hairs as a plant 
grown in the normal fashion. 

With a skimpy root system, the plant 
is In trouble as soon as its regular meals 
through the leaves is not forthcoming. 


The rooU art not equipped to take 
over the Job on short notice, and the 
plant starts looking very sorry for itself. 
Human nature being what it is, such 
missed feedings are bound to occur, 
which is why 1 rule out foliar feeding for 
routine backyard gardening. 

It is when emergency cases of severe 
malnutrition occur that foliar feeding 
becomes really useful to the home gar 
dener. When pale, yellow leaves with 
dark green veins signal a serious lack of 
iron in the diet, when the ash-grey leaf 
margins on gooseberry bushes indicate 
a lack of potash, and when the typical 
symptoms of magnesium deficiency 
shows up in tomatoes and other plants, 
the quickest way to put them right is by 
feeding the missing element by leaf 
This will keep the plant alive while its 
soil diet is being corrected. 

Water can also be taken in through 
the leaf pores, hence the best nursing 
care you can give any newly-planted 
tree or shrub, particularly evergreens, 
is to freshen up the foliage with a jet of 
water every time you have the hose out 
Sweet peas, garden peas and runner 
beans also respond in a dramatic fa.sh 
Ion when sprayed over with clear, cool 
water in the evening following a hot, dry 
day.

ROME (AP) — On the secoMl floor of a small shop la 
the heart of Romo, tailors are cutting and sewing the vest¬ 
ments for the neat pope oven though they don’t taum who 
he will be. 

The Job has been In the family of Annibale and Fran¬ 
cesco GammarelU for more than m yesh. 

**The commIssioB for the first papal vestments is tra¬ 
ditionally ours,** said Francesco Gammarelll, youngMt 
member of the family. ’’Then its up to the new pontifr to 
decide whether to keep us on or not." 

In this centuf)r, only Pius Xn. bom to nobility, called In 
his own private tailor. 

Two vestments, one for ceremonial use and one for 
everyday wear, will be made in three sizes and sent to the 
Vatican. The new pope will put on the ones that best fit 
him as soon as he is chosen and go immediately to the 
balcony of St. Peter’s Basilica to greet the crowds. 

The portly John XXIli was something of a dark horse. 
Gammarelli said that when he was named pOpe the con¬ 
clave assistants mixed up the boxes in their excitement and 
dressed him in vestments intended for a slimmer man. 

John XXIII went onto the balcony to greet his new flock 
with several buttons of his papal cossack unbuttoned. 

A^r the new pope Is named, the Gammarelli tai¬ 
lors step back until they are called by the new pontiff, 
then they become his private tailor. 

The papal clothing consists of two cassocks, one for 
house wear with an incorporated capelet, and one for 
ceremonial wear worn with the traditional mozetu, a red 
cape. In winter, the vestmenU are wool and the mozetta Is 
ermine-bordered velvet, in the summer, the house cassock 
is of light wool and the ceremonial one of silk. 

The pope wears a satin skull cap called a zucchetto, 
and the papal tailors also make his red velvet shoes 
with a gold embroidered cross.

CANTERBURY. England 
(AP) — Anglican bishops 
voted overwhelmingly Thurs¬ 
day to accept the ordination 
of women priests by the U.S. 
Episcopal Church and mem¬ 
ber churches in Canada, New 
Zealand and Hong Kong. The 
vote was 31f to 37, with 17 
abstentkms. 

"This means we could aec a 
woman bishop within 10 
years, perhaps first in Wash¬ 
ington^ D.C., or In New 
York.” said Venerable 
Martha Blacklock, 38. Epis¬ 
copal archdeacon of Newark. 
N.J. 

BUT THE BISHOPS ap¬ 
proved another resolution 
that said any decision to con¬ 
secrate a woman bishop 
"should have overwhelming 
support In that member 
church ... lest the bishops’ 
office should become a cause 
of disunity instead of a focus 
of unity.*’ 

At the same time, bishops 
of the worldwide Anglican 
Communion rebuked the 
United States Episcopalians 
and three other member 
churches for ordaining 
women priests and told the 
churches not to act so inde¬ 
pendently in the future. 

THE FOUR MEMBER 
churches in the United 
States, Canada. New Zealand 
and Hong Kong have or¬ 
dained about 1S3 women out 
of a total 43.000 Anglican 
clergy since Hong Kong or¬ 
dained the first woman priest 
in 1071. 

The rebuke came In a reso¬ 
lution approved at the Lam¬ 
beth Conference of 440 Angli¬ 
can bishops. The conference 
is held every 10 years. 


Episcopal Church 


The resolution, initiated 
from within the Church of 
England, advised member 
churches not to act on "issues 
of concern to the whole Angli¬ 
can Communion" without 
consultation with the Lam¬ 
beth Conference or with the 
primates. The primates are. 
the presiding bishops of the 22 ^ 
Anglican provinces. 

tHE BISHOP of London, 
(^rald Ellison, who offered 
the resolution, said women’s 
ordination "has had a very 
disruptive effect within the 
whole Anglican Commu¬ 
nion." 

The resolution was carried 
on a show of hands counted 
by Donald Coggan. the arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury, who 
presides over the conference 
as leader of 64 million Angli¬ 
cans and Episcopalians in 162 
^ countries. 

The Church of England, the 
Anglican mother church, and 
20 of the other provinces have 
deferred a decision on admit¬ 
ting women to the priest¬ 
hood. 

THE MAJOR resolution ap¬ 
proved by the bishops said 
half the 22 Anglican prov¬ 
inces either have ordained 
women or decided there are 
no fundamental or theologi¬ 
cal objections to women 
priests. It reiterated that An¬ 
glican churches are autono¬ 
mous and can make their own 
decisions on admitting 
women to holy orders. 


Some other Protestant 
churches have women pas- 
ton. But the Roman Catholic 
and Eastern Orthodox 
Churches have told Anglicans 
if they continue ordaining 
women they will upset dec¬ 
ades of talks between them 
on eventual reunion. 

THE RESOLUTION also 
said Anglican churches that 
do not ordain women should 
respect those that do. It said 
divenity is part of the Angli¬ 
can heritage and pledged to 
continue dialogue on Chris- 
tian unity with other 
churches opposing women 
priests. 

In the debate. Bishop Wil¬ 
liam Sheridan of the North¬ 
ern Indiana diocese said the 
women priests issu6 had 
"bitterly divided" U.S. Epis¬ 
copalians and led to an 
“angry and growing 
schism." 

But Bishop John Cobum of 
Massachusetts said latest fig¬ 
ures did not support that 
claim. 

"AMONG OUR Ihree-mil- 
lion-member church, 22 con¬ 
gregations or splinters of con¬ 
gregations have left us. 
meaning 2.000 members and 
about 20 clergy ," he said. 

Donald Robinson, assistant 


bishop of Sydney. Australia, 
failed in a bid to get the con¬ 
ference to say churches that 
have not ordained women 
should refrain from doing so 
for another five years, pend¬ 
ing evaluation of the work of 
women priests. 

Rev. Elizabeth Wiezner, 61, 
of Washington. D.C, who is on 
the staff of Washington Ca¬ 
thedral after being ordained 
In January, 1977, said she was 
"enormously relieved" by 
the Thursday vote. 

"I HAD NOT realized how 
much I fvanted them to come 
to this decision and i think the 
bishops were very wise," she 
said. "I don't think we will 
see a woman bishop in the 
U.S. Episcopal Church for 
quite a long while. There has 
been too much division and a 
period of healing and recon¬ 
ciliation is now needed." 

Bishop Paul Moore said 
during the debate that the 14 
women priests in his New 
York City diocese helped him 
hold the diocese together. 

"If women had not been 
ordained, there would have 
been far more schism and 
chaos," he said. "The women 
priests are doing most effec¬ 
tive work as parish priests, 
teachers and social workers. 
More and more, they are 
being accepted not for theo¬ 
logical rea.sons but because 
they have been found to be 
good priests."

Sault Ste. Marie 
eases male edict 

ESPANOLA, Ont. (CP) — Women in the Roman 
Catholic diocese of Sault Ste. Marie now are allowed to 
perform church duties normaliv reserved for male 
acolytes and readers, such as administering commu¬ 
nion and teaching the catechism, says Bishop Alex¬ 
ander Carter. 

The bishop said In a recent interview that the 
move is intended to recognize the importance of 
women in the church. 

"I went as far as I was able to go without violating 
the discipline of the church," he said. 

So far six women have been authorized to serve as 
deaconesses in the diocese. They become members of 
the Order of Women after completing the same three- 
year course as male deacons. 

However, women still are not allowed to perform 
duties outside their diocese, perform a marriage or 
baptism or give the official sermon at mass. 

The bis^ said women in other dioceses are prob¬ 
ably already performing the duties he has authorized 
in Sault Ste. Marie. 

"I am Juat making It forroal," he said.

U.S. record 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla. (AF) - The largest U.S. mari¬ 
juana seizure on record, possibly worth about $82 million, 
was brought into port here Friday aboard the rusting cargo 
ship Heidi. 

“It is the largest, and probably will hit 100 tons or a little 
more,** said Bob Ginley of the Drug Enforcement Adminis¬ 
tration. By Friday afternoon, 31 tons had been removed 
from the coastal freighter seized at sea three day^ earlier by 
the U.S. Coast Guard. 

The unloading and burning of the marijuana will con¬ 
tinue through the weekend, Ginley said. “We figure it will 
take 60 hours to burn it ail.** 

DEA group supervisor Paul Martin said 382 bales were 
on deck, each wei^ng about 20 or 22 pounds. He said most 
of the cargo was in the hold. 

The 23 crew of the Heidi were charged with conspiracy 
to smuggle a controlled substance. 

Manuel Ospina of Baranquilla, Colombia, identified b}’ 
offiHais as master of the vessel, was ordered held under 
$500,000 bond. Miguei Saiz Monroy of Bogota, Colombia, 
identified as contact man for the shipment, was put under 
$100,000 bond. The others were being held under $75,000 bond 
each.

Blakeney, wIh) was chair¬ 
man of the conference, said 
the complexity of the issues 
and the need to keep return¬ 
ing to them as communiques 
were drafted and redrafted 
meant the premiers had to 
exercise self-control. 

‘i think all of them know 
the role of the chairman.'* 
Blakeney said as he relaxed 
with some of the other pre¬ 
miers at a resort. “But the 
role of the chairman becomes 


fairly difficult when we have 
sharp differences between 
the premiers." 

“My role then is to attempt 
to state for the meeting what 
I think is the poaition of each 
and to see whether we can 
find any common ground." 

Blakeney said when there 
were pronounced differences 
“people were fairly firm in 
the presentation of their 
views." 

Blakeney said some pre¬ 
miers want a stronger fed¬ 
eral government than do 
others. 

“That sets up a situation 
whereby genuine compro¬ 
mise can be pursued." This

Records tumble 
with tourism ’78 


Grace McCarthy. B.C.’s travel industry 
minister, says the ministry’s latest fig¬ 
ures show this summer will be a record year 
for tourism in the province—a chance to 
recuperate after two poor years. 

The majority of hotel keepers, Chambers 
of Commerce, tourism associations and 
travel firms who Ulked with The Canadian 
Press readily agreed. 

The Okanagan Valley communities of Ke¬ 
lowna, Vernon and Penticton, traditionally 
dependent on tourism, report increases in 
visitors, hotel room bookings, vehicle traf¬ 
fic and retail sales. 

Mrs. McCarthy said hotel and motel rooms 
in the Victoria and Vancouver areas bad 
been fully booked for several days this 
summer and package and sightseeing tour 
operators were alao reporting drtmaUc in¬ 
creases in business. 

She said the number of people crossing tbe 
border at the United States was up, as was tbe 
number of people coming to the province 
from other continents. 

More than 10.000 Japanese tourists are 
expected to have visited B.C. during tbe sea¬ 


son. Tbe number of German tourists during 
the first five months of the year was op 35 
per cent from 1977 and those from the United 
Kingdom were up 10 per cent. 

But tourists from other parts of Canada 
and the U.S. remain the lifeblood of the 
industry. 

A spokesman for Gray Line Sightseeing 
Tours, operated by B.C. Hydro, said U.S. 
tourists made up about one-third of the 
company’s business. 

Tom MacDonald, president of Trail ways 
Northwest, a bus tour company with a 35- 
per-cent increase in business this summer, 
said the number of visitors from Quebec 
had increased significantly. 

CP Air says residents of Eastern Canada 
are buying the airline’s package tours of 
Alberta and B.C. at five or six times the rate 
which Westerners are signing up for Eastern 
Canadian tours. 

Moat sources cite two factors respon.sible 
for tbe resurgence in the B.C. tourist indus¬ 
try—a favorable exchange rate for tbe Cana¬ 
dian dollar and tbe absent of extravaganzas 
elsewbere in the country, such as tbe Mon¬ 
treal Olympics, which In 1970 drew away 
tourists who otherwise would have travelled 
west.

Urgent talks 
for bus men 

B.C. Hydro and the union representing Its bus drivers 
In victorli and Vancouver will appear before the 
B.C. Labor Relations Board Monday In an attempt to 
reach agreement on the u.sc of the spare board 
system of assigning extra drivers. 

Both sides consider the matter urgent because new*- 
niles governing the use of the spare board are 
scheduled to go into effect Aug. 18. 

A1 Ashton, president of the Amalgamated Transit 
Union, said the ATU and Hydro disagreed on Inter¬ 
pretation of two of the new rules, part of a settle¬ 
ment reached last April following a week-long 
transit strike in Vancouver and Victoria in March. 

The spare board, a complex system of assign¬ 
ing extra work to drivers, was a major issue 
in the strike. The union finally agreed to relin- 
qui.sh exclusive control of the board, but retained 
control over policing it and allocating overtime on a 
seniority basis. 

Ashton said the LRB had scheduled an informal 
hearing Monday into the dispute, but if the Issue 
couldn’t be resolved, it could go to a formal hearing 
later that day or Tuesday. “Something has to be 
resolved before next Friday,’* he said. 

The disagreement delays official signing of the 
20-month contract reached In April, said Ashton, 
adding that new wage rates were already in effect. 


Mountie’s plums 
save three lives 


Sprinklings 


EDMONTON (CP) - A few 
plums in a brown paper bag 
have been credited with help¬ 
ing save the lives of two city 
residents and a pregnant 
woman. 

Cheryl Carlson, 23-year-old 
mother of three children, in 
an interview Friday said the 
plums, which belonged to an 
RCMP officer, were Instru¬ 
mental in their rescue from 
the waters of Lac La Biche, 
220 kilometres northeat of 
Edmonton. 

Mrs. Carlson, her husband 
Wayne, 28, and her pregnant 
sister, Faye Lefebvre, 32, set 
out on a fishing expedition 
early last Monday on the 
placid waters of the lake. 

Within a few hours they 
were struggling for their 
lives as the 
sometimes-treacherous lake 
erupted into waves which 
swamped and eventually 
sank their boat. 

“There was panic when we 
first went Into the water,” 
she said relating the ordeal 
which was to last six hours. 

The three, all non-swim¬ 
mers, were wearing regula¬ 


tion-size bright orange life¬ 
jackets. They helped keep 
them afloat but the cold 
water took its toll. 

“Faye slipped under the 
water more often than Wayne 
and I, but we all did slip once 
in a while,*' Mrs. Carlson, 
adding Mrs. Lefebvre, four 
months pregnant, “got more 
water in her lungs than any¬ 
one.” 

A search was organized 
after several hours by rela-,.„ 
tives worried about the long 
delay and at about S:4S p.m. 
the three were spotted by Ron 
Epp who, accompanied by an 
RCMP officer, was piloting a 
plane owned by Ontral Avia¬ 
tion Ltd. 

The plane circled the trio 
and then headed to the 
nearest boat but Epp wa^ un¬ 
able to make the men in the 
boat understand they should 
follow the aircraft even 
though he revved his engines 
and circled. 

Mrs. Carlson said she dis¬ 
covered later the RCMP offi¬ 
cer finally took out a bag of 
half a dozen plums he had 
with him. blew up the bag

into which he had also placed 
a note and hurled It from the 
aircraft toward the boat.

“We pretty well owe our 
lives to half a dozen plums,” 
Mrs. Carlson said. 

She added the pilot could 
see their orange lifejackets 
so well he had deckded to 
abandon the two blue ones he 
owns and purchase the 
brighter-colored ones.

fire hazard 


A total campfire ban on 
Vancouver Island was still in . 
effect Friday and would prob¬ 
ably continue over the week¬ 
end, as light showers Thurs¬ 
day and Friday failed to 
reduce an extreme fire haz¬ 
ard rating. 

However, campfire bans in 
the Prince Rupert and Wil¬ 
liams Lake forest districts 
were lifted Friday, a B.C. 
Forest Service protection di¬ 
vision spokesman said. 

The ban was also lifted in 
the Prince George forest dis¬ 
trict, except for the Williston 
Lake and Peace River water¬ 
sheds. 

The ban was still on in the 
Vancouver. Kamloops and 
Nelson forest districts. 

In mo.st cas^, the rain that 
fell Friday in scattered parts 
of the province failed to pen¬ 
etrate the forest canopy. 

Showers helped to “hold 
down” a blaze near Jordan 
River, a forest service 
spokesman said, but it was 
the air tankers, helicopters 
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and groundcrews that finally 
conuined the fire Thursday. 

By late Friday, the 60 
tired-out forest service work¬ 
ers and logging company 
personnel had begun mop¬ 
ping up the Jordan River 
fire, a job that will take 
days. 

One shift of workers would 
be going out at 5 a.m. Satur¬ 
day. ab^t a kilometre west 
of Diversion Reservoir, he 
said. The blaze had affected 
only about 25 acres, not the 50 
acres originally estimated 
from the air. 

A forest fire about 25 iklo- 
metres west of Parksville 
was also being slowly quel- 
ledFriday. This fire had 
burned since July 26 in a se¬ 
ries of small fronts along 1,- 
500 to 1.700 acres. 

A forest service spokes¬ 
man in Parksville said “the 
long, slow process of mop¬ 
ping up” would begin short¬ 
ly. About 170 firefighters, 
working in three shifts, along 
with helicopters, were still at 
it Friday and would be work¬ 
ing over the weekend. 

As for Thursday’s and Fri¬ 
day’s rain, the forest service 
spokesman was not enthusi¬ 
astic. 

“Unless yon get a good 
rain, all it will do is quiet it 
for a while, and then it will 
flare up again,” he said. 

The weatl^r office at Pat 
Bay airport recorded about 
.6 millimetres of precipita¬ 
tion on Thursday, and 5.7 
millimetres on Friday. 

A weather spokesman said 
no big rain was iit sight, and 
* the forecast for the next two 
or three days called for 
cloudy, cooler weather with 
sunny breaks. 

This summer’s province¬ 
wide outbreak of forest fires 
has been the worst in recent 
memory, costing about $9 
million in firefighting expen¬ 
ditures. The number of fires 
burning at one time has

For boat, lands¬ 
man might have been nearer the mark than "towns¬ 
man.” 

19. ROAR not road. As far as traffic noise Is concerned, a 
ROAR is certainly a high enough level to be a 
nuisance as suggested. For road, the clue is unsuit¬ 
ably indirect: why say "a road can be a nuisance” in 
a context indicating that it's really the noise that is 
the nuisance? 

1C. DUET not duel. A-duel is not an ostensible perfor¬ 
mance by tbe puppets; they enact, say, a duel, or 
"perform” a DUET. 

17. POND not pony. A pony’s quietness of disposition has 
little to do with the peacefulness of the scene. A 
POND is a scenic thing. 

18. CARS not care. Ordinary people, so regarded, are not 
in need of care. They may well require CARS, but not 
tbe special or modified "sort” of CARS that handi- 
capp^ persons may do. 

CLUES DOWN: 

1. BORED not gored. In characteristic usage, the word 
"unenviable” is applied to a positioo, predicament or 
conditloo (e.g., being BORED) rather than to an 
accident or misadventure (gored). 

1. ANGEL not aUger. **Portray'* an ANGEL; but, 
rather, express anger. 

8. LEFT not lent. LEFT is ipore apt, since a fellow is 
disinclined to leave (e.g., stop working at) thinm 
which are "important” to him. The case of lent would 
link op better with things being valued by him. 

f. IMPORTED not imparted. IMPORTED goods are 
transferred to thb country from another. "Impart¬ 
ed” applies typically to abstract things, such as 
knowl^ge, which is then shared rather than "trans¬ 
ferred.” 

Id. DARN not earn. For most people, to earn a living 
is more important than a merely "useful” thing to 
do. 

13. MARRIED not harried. A man can be harried by 
anyone. He’s only henpecked If it’s his wife who 
harries him. So he must be MARRIED. 

20. LENS not pens. LENS is the stronger answer, since 
the quality can be relished (e.g., by a photographer) 
in relation to the work done. Gratifying though it is to 
pos.sess superior pens, they hardly infuse work with 
pleasure. 

22. AID not aim. It might indeed "give” him AID, but 
presumably he would still have to take aim, even with 
a sophisticated modem AID.

Is made. Thus we have the 
pine fad In furniture. Pine It

What kind of world Is this, anyway? 

According to T.S. Garp, bastard son of nurst 
Jenny Fields and technical sergeant Garp — an tnartlcu- 
lato idiot dying of combat wounds in a Boston hospital 
when the woman later hailed as a feminist straddles 
him — lt*s a world where *‘we am all terminal cases.** 

But It's also a world where sons don't know their 
fathers; a world wbem sei Is a kind of nostrum against 
the prison of one's skin; a world where children are both 
taken care of by their parents and then — Inevitably — 
maimed or killed by those parents, who are usually so 
Involved in playing ego games no one else matters; 
a world rampant with any number of fools with causes 
that obliterate the very people they purport to cham¬ 
pion. 

To survive and grow in that kind of world re¬ 
quires. in Garp's view, a rather well-developed sen.se 
of humor; but “why,** Garp wonders. **did people insist 
that if you were ‘comic’ you couldn't also be ‘serious*? 
.. . Garp believed that laughter was related to sympathy, 
which we were always needing more of.** 

By that criteria. John living's novel seems sym¬ 
pathetic to the large cast of confused characters it pres

ents ~ among them Garp himself, his mother, Roberta 
the trans-sexual former football player, Mrs. Ralph the 
ungay divorcee, and Ellen James the child rape victim 
whose tongue was torn out. 

Irving uses plenty of humor In depicting the ad¬ 
ventures of these and other characters, M whether it's 
sympathetic humor is debatable. 

Here's T5. Garp, himself a. writer, commenting on 
one of his own stories: 

‘*The story did not belittle the people in the story 
~ either with forced cuteness or with any other eiag- 
geration rationaHted as necessary for making a point.'* 

Too often in this novel, though, John Irving does 
belittle the people in it; most often, too, those people 
happen to be women, and Irving's satirical catalogue 
of them seems to Include every stereotypical bogey of 
the la.st 10 years. There's noting at all wrong with

A 'Miracle' not of God but Technology,

Each and every sane 
human being, at some lime in 
his life, considers his own 
mortality. Few of us ever 
have to consider the question 
of life and death for someone 
else. 

The matter of Karen Ann 
Quinlan is of paramount im¬ 
portance and interest. There 
are few who have not heard of 
the girl in the irreversible 
coma, artificially kept alive 
by a miracle — not of God but 
of technology. 

Karen bad Just turned 21 
when she fell into a coma in 
April, 1975. The exact cause 
of the coma has never been 
determined. It is possible 
that a therapeutic dose of 
Valium, a common tranquil¬ 
izer, combined with an ordi¬ 
nary amount of gin and tonic 
caused a temporary shut¬ 
down of that part of Karen's 
brain which regulates 
breathing. Her respiration 
stopped, probably for two 
periods of 15 minutes each, 
quite enough to destroy, by 
oxygen starvation, all of the 
brain concerned with thought 
and awareness. But Karen is 
not “braiii dead", and herein 
lay one of the stumbling 
biwks. 

U.S. law provides for the 
removal of life support sys¬ 
tems if the patient is dead, 
using “brain death", that is, 
the absence of cognitive 
brain functioning as revealed 
by the electroencephalo¬ 
graph (EEG), as the basis for 
the decision. Legally, 
Karen's case had no exact 
precedent. 

When the Quinlans, with 
the support of the 
Catholic Church, made their 
own decision that their 
daughter should be allowed to 
die in dignity and peace, the 
stage was set for the drama 
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which was followed avidly 
arbund the world. The hospi¬ 
tal and the doctors refused to 
implement the Quinlans* de¬ 
cision on the grounds that 
since Karen was now 21, 
Joseph Quinlan was no longer 
her leg^ guardian and bis 
signature on the release was 
not sufficient. The Quinlans 
found a sympathetic lawyer 
and went to court. And then 
the whole world found out. 

It was already October. 
The plea before the court 
asked that Joseph Quinlan be 
made Karen's legal guardian 
for the express purpose of 


authorizing her removal 
from the respirator. The law¬ 
yers for the hospital taisisled 
that such an action would 
constitute euthanasia or pos¬ 
sibly bomtcide. IV Quinlans' 
postion, supported by the 
Church, was that they asked 
no more than that the “extra¬ 
ordinary means" of prolong¬ 
ing life in a seriously ill indi¬ 
vidual was not required of the 
Catholic conscience. The 


Quinlans lost their case. It 
was now November. 

The decisloo was made lo 
appeal and the New Jersey 
Siqirenie Court waived the 
waiting period. Since the case 
was seen to have constitn- 
tional import, the decision 
was slow in coming. It took 
nine weeks, but when it came 
ta was onanimoosly in favor 
of the Quinlans. A precedent 
has been set 

But now there was a new 
problem. The hospital and 
the doctors simply ignored 
the Supreme Court ruling. No 
attempt was made to removt 
Karen from the respirator 
until May, when the doctor tn 
charge, uinler pressure from 
the distraught parents, began 
to wean b^ from ft, rather 
than simply turning off the 
apparatus, returning her to it 
whmver she sbow^ signs of 
failing. 

And Karen lived. Now that 
she is free of the machines, 
her strong young heart may 
keep her "attve" for a decade 
or more. The Quinlans have 
found t chronic care hospital 
which will take her. Here she 
win stay, a 7»-pound b u n dl e 
at Mm and bone, curled in a 
foetal position so tight her 
heels make pressure sores on 
her buttocks, the bed sores so 
deep the kip bone caa be 
seea, her bead coastaatly 
arching and straining. Deep 
moaning sounds issue from 
her throat. Here, too, merci¬ 
fully one day she will die. 

For all it has to say. Karen 
Ann Is not a well wrlttea 
book. Ms. Battelie Is a Jour¬ 
nalist and like many Journal- 
fst-written books, it reads 
like a newspaper column or a 
human interest artlcie for the 
Ladies* Home Journal. Her

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Science Fiction Optimism Starts to Sour 


Once upon a time, science fiction was 
a literature of overriding optimism, in 
whose magic pages you could temporar¬ 
ily detach yourself from the trammels 
of everyday reality and soar into the bound¬ 
less empyream of adventure that knew no 
limits. But since then, in the course of its 
growing up, the genre (like so many of us> 
has cu^M and turned more than a little

Yet one of Its pre-eminent strengths 
remains the way that its old-time themes 
and pre-occupations have persisted, like a 
silver lining in the clouded glass through 
which we peer apprehensively into an un¬ 
certain future. 

Alas, this youthful Innocence is often 
sullied by a timely but decidedly unro¬ 
mantic worldliness, which somewhat tends 
to tarnish its appeal. As witness Mastodonia, 
the latest novel by one of the few authentic 
old masters still active In the field — Clifford 
S D. Simak, whose first story was published 
^ way back in 1931. 

I Pastora nostalgia 

I la many ways Ihu new book is quint- 
^ essential Simak, mingling sentimental 
warmth and mid-western pastoral nostalgia 
with a racing shot of the good old-fashioned 
‘‘sense of wonder” that dominated SF in its 
over-colored infancy. As the title implies, 
this is a time-travel story (one of my favor¬ 
ite sub-genres), and the glimpses k offers 
of virgin American landscapes in prehis¬ 
toric eras are as evocative as any I iMve 
seen. 

But whil^ this is sufficient to make 
for a diverting and generally enjoyable 
book, the characterization remains rather 
thin, and so does much of the plotting. 
Moreover, many of its pages are sadly 
devoted to the protagonists* cold-bloodedly 
practical attempts to put time-travelling 
**00 a sound economic footing,'* and to make 
a mint in the process ~ a new twist on an old 
theme, admittedly, but to my taste a singu¬ 
larly nnenthralling one. The result Is too 
much fiscal realism at the expense of 
devil-may-care romance: an unwelcome re¬ 
minder of our accountancy-ridden times. 

Business manoeuvrings are also the cen¬ 
tral concern in Poul Anderson’s popular 


tales of the merchant-prince Nicholas van 
Rijn and the star-spanning traders of his 
25th centur>' “Polesotechnic League.*' But 
here, at least, the focus Is on old-fashioned 
freebooting capitalism, itself a thoroughly 
acceptable subject for swashbuckling 
romance. 

Most of this series was earlier assembled 
in four generally entertaining volumes, The 
Trouble Twisters, Trader to the Stars, 
Satan's World and Mirkheim. And now. to 
round it off, the few remaining stories have 
been gathered together, along with several 
more-or-less loosely related other pieces. In 
a thick companion volume. The Earth Book 
of Stormgate. 

At his best, Anderson is one of the 
reigning masters of old-style cosmic roman¬ 
ticism — and. as Is abundantly demonstrat¬ 
ed by the best of the dozen tales collected 
here, ‘‘The Problem of Pain,** he has a rare 
ability to endow it on occasion with real 
emotional depth and philosophical sub¬ 
stance. But all too often thcM days his 
efforts are vitiated by a painfully obvious 
hardening of their imaginative arteries. 

Even so. three more of the stories here — 
'‘Margin of Profit’* (the first of the van Rijn 
tales, and still my favorite), ‘‘Day of Burn¬ 
ing,'* and the full-length van Rijn novel The 
Man Who Counts (previously paperbacked 
under t.ie ridiculous apellation. War of the 
Wing '-den} — are una^shedly adventurous 
good fun. But alas, the other eight are all 
more or less hackeneyed and derivative, 
disappointin^y thin in both concept and 
execution. Like too many of their ilk, they 
are not merely old-fashioned but old-hat. 

Old-fashioned in a very different way 
is James P. Hogan’s The Genesis Ma¬ 
chine, which carries you straight back 
to the early 1930s, when the leading pulp 
magazine in the field was still ringingly 
entitled Astounding Stories of Super- 
Science, and given to running vauntingly 
technocratic epics like The Ultimate Weap¬ 
on or The Mistiest Machine. For Hogan's 
book, while jaundicedly up-to-the-minute 
when It comes to socio-political complica¬ 
tions, is cut from precisely the same cloth: 
wooden characters, flat dialogue, endless 
pseudo-scientific pontificating (though this. 


for a change. Is well thought out and 
generally plausible-sounding), and an ideal¬ 
istic young scientist-hero wtw single-han¬ 
dedly saves the world — in this case from 
itself. 

I feel almost ashamed to confess that 
I lapped it up eagerly -- though I wouldn't 
care for a steady diet'of such megalomaniac 
tech-fantasies. Not to all tastes — but there 
is a paradoxical satisfaction anyway in pro¬ 
claiming that here, at least, is the real thing, 
vintage 1935 whatever the year of bottiing. 
And a good vintage at that, as far as these 
things go. 

Rampant paranoia 

In contrast. Gloryhits is inescapably 
vintage 1978, even though it shares many of 
„ibe c^racteristics that distinguish Hogan's 
living fossil ~ In particular its scientist-ver- 
sus-the-Establishment theme, buttressed by 
flat characterization and even flatter dia¬ 
logue. The authors, Bob Stickgold and Mark 
Noble, are both professional scientists them¬ 
selves, with training in genetics; and their 
book Is explicitly intended as a knowledge¬ 
able warning agains^the very real dangers 
of Irresponsible research in the controver¬ 
sial area of recombitant DNA research and 
genetic engineering. 

Unfortunately, the two have cast their 
well-intentioned warning in the currently 
modish rampant-paranoia format — the 
stuff and substance of innumerable best¬ 
sellers that would be better left unsold. Yet. 
even so. their story Is well-plotted; and, in 
spite of a flat-foot^ beginning. It Improves 
steadily as it goes along. 

But the most significant thing about 
Glory'hits it the fact that it has the rare 
merit of portraying scientists in the process, 
of dealing with a problem In an authentically 
scientific manner. Considering how seldom 
this has been done before, whether within 
the SF genre or outside it, it makes the novel 
a mildly noteworthy one. If hardly deserving 
of anything more than a half-hearted recom¬ 
mendation. 

Another matter entirely Is Strangers, the 
first solo novel by Gardner Dozois, one of the 




most highly praised new talents In the genre 
~ and. In his shorter works anyway, one of 
the most bleakly and self-indulgently pessi- 
mistic. $ 

S 

Not long ago Dozois proclaimed that g 
his ambition was to create a literary fusion 
of (he best elements of both the old and the A 
new SF. creating a fresh s>'nthesis ‘‘that will ^ 
invoke the sense of wonder without insulting ^ 
the rational Intellect.** And with Strangers j:* 
he has succeeded unequivocally In doing just 
that. % 

The novel is first and foremost a love- 
stor>, chronicling the mi.scegenous passion 
of the Earthman Joseph Farber for Liraun ^ 
Je Ganawan, a subtly In- ;^ 
human though humanoid inhabitant of the $ 
planet Weinunnach. Liraun and her society x 
are rendered with all the richly romantic 
color and the imaginative exuberance of the 
best pulp-writing; while, at the same time. 
the mounting mystery underi>ing the plot is 
developed with hard-headed sensitivity and 
an uncompromising avoidance of mere sen- ^ 
timentality. The story Is compelling, the li 
characterizations and the writing exception- § 
ally well-wrought, and the climax as logical- 
ly inevitable as it is emotionally shatter- x 
Ing $ 

Even here, starry-eyed optimism Is 
hardly Dozios* forte. Nevertheless, his 
storytelling is rich in compassionate hu- 
manity, which is somewhat of a console- 
tion. 

Apart from that. Strangers has almost 
everything that the old science fiction had to 
offer at its best, along with a heartening 
admixture of the best and most sophisticat- 
ed features of the new. I can hardly praise j:* 
the combination too highly, since it all 
makes for a richly rewarding blend of so- 
phlstication and old-fashioned romance, ¥ 
hard-headedness and heart. And this very g 
combination, fellow dreamers. Is what the 
very best of SF has always been about.

Though Jimmy Bres* 
lin and Dick ^haap insist on 
the fiction of their book, they 
also ‘‘hope k Is truthful.*' By 
skilfully combining truth and 
fiction they've created a tale 
which insists on being read — 
k can't be put down! 

Son of Sam, aka David 
Berkowitz — Bernard Rosen- 
feW in .Tl — killed six people 
and wounded several others 
in response to commands he 
believed were issued by one 
of his neighbors. What set 
the killer off was the howling 
of that neighbor’s dog; in .44 
the same situation is eerily 
recreated as Rosenfeld’s 
panic-stricken reaction to the 
howling dog In his brain ini¬ 
tiates the tragedies that fol¬ 
low. 

Breslin and Schaap don’t 
bother spinning psychologi 


cal theories to account for 
Rosenfeld’s psychotic state. 
Instead they follow the man 
on bis solitary drives through, 
the city, a city rendered here 
so marvelously k becomes a 
major character in the novel. 
The authors’ clear, simple 
prose catches with perfect 
clarity the vast conglomera¬ 
tion of neighborhoods and 
people that is New York, and 
their perception of relations 
between the different races 
that make up its population 
are invariably Illuminating. 
Their comments In general 
on life in the city are often 
wry, never bitter, and always 
Informed with a care so close 
to the heart it often hurts. 

perhaps the most interest¬ 
ing aspect of .44, and one that 
occupies most of its pages. Is 
the detailed look at how the 
police did their job in this 
case. 

Breslin and Schaap’s 



analysis of the intricate web 
of hard work, luck and per¬ 
sonal conflicts that governed 
the investigation is nothing 
short of brilliant. Though 
none of the police characters 
is presented in great depth, 
what always emerges from 
the mass of carefully cho¬ 
sen detail is the humanity of 
the person before us. Breslin 
and Schaap’s police are as 
ordinary as the rest of us, and 
attract our sympathetic at¬ 
tention far more effectively 
than the grotesques who pos¬ 
ture through the pages of. 
say, a Joseph Wambaugh 
novel. 


Jimmy Breslin. incidental 
ly, appears in .41 as a not 
particularly likable news 
paper columnist given to self 
glorification; Breslin’s por 
trayal of himself is the onl> 
amusing feature of the 
novel. 


Police, parents, reporters 
and victims — all emerge as 
living people caught In a real¬ 
ity as bizarre and horrifying 
as any that could be ima¬ 
gined. And the killer emerges 
too as a person as real as any¬ 
one. As a chronicle of crime 
.44 is unsurpassed; as a pic¬ 
ture of people it character¬ 
izes us all. 

The characters in The Dis¬ 
inheriting Party, however, il¬ 
lustrate nothing but their 
creator’s self-indulgence. 

This novel purports to be 
the story of an insane ship¬ 
owning tycoon’s murderous 
relations with his illegitimate 
spawn. No key is provided to 


the convoluted plot, howexcr. 
so one has to take the jacket 
blurb's word for that. Ever\ 
fictional sideshow attraction 
of the last 25 years is here, so 
if you haven’t read a word f(»r 
that long, read this b<N)k. If 
you’ve been in (ouch, skip it. 
and enjoy — if that's your 
taste — the same types better 
written by Donleavy. Beckett 
or Pynchon — to name onl> 
afew. 

That John Clute possesses 
a way with words can't b(‘ 
denied, but if his skill is mu 
guided more by affection 
than by an outmoded attempt 
to be avant garde, it max as 
well remain unused.— W.K.

THE DISINHERITING P.ARTY, by John Clute. Nelson, 
Foster and Scott. $9.75. 
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If you searched for a month of Sundays 
you would be hard-pressed to find three 
more contrasting personalities than Mar¬ 
garet Thatcher, the late Sybil Hathaway, 
Dame of Sark, and Lady Diana Mitford 
Mosley. The paths of such women do not 
cross in the normal course of events; they 
meet here solely because, by coincidence, 
they are the subjects of three new books. 

Margaret Thatcher, the first woman to 
lead a western political party, stands a more 
than even chance of becoming, this year, the 
first woman prime minister of Britain and, 
of course, any western nation, and for this 
reason alone any book written about her 
should be of consuming Interest. 

So far as I know she has been the subject 
of only one biography (reviewed here Feb. 
21 , 1976). It's author, Russell Lewis, was a 
former director of the British Conservative 
Political Centre and a professional Thatcher 
image-maker and. as 1 wrote at the time, 
this flack's eulogy of his former client had 
the sole virtue of presenting the bare facts of 
Mrs. Thatcher's life in chronological order. 
Whether there will ever be a decent biogra¬ 
phy written is debatable because Mrs. M 
has a positive mania for destroying personal 
papers. 

Meanwhile, we have Margaret 
Thatcher: A Tory and Her Party, by Patrick 
Cosgrave. As an Informal Thatcher adviser 
Cosgrave is hardly an unbiased observer 
but. unlike Lewis, he is not a sycophant. 
Justly proud of his unsullied reputation in 
his disparate vocations — able Cambridge 
historian and astute political columnist ~ he 
con.sciously stands farther away from his 
subject whenever in danger of losing objec¬ 
tivity. 

Cosgrave's book deals with the last dec¬ 
ade — Mrs. Thatcher’s daring decision to 
nm for the leadership of the Conservative 
Party in opposition to Incumbent Edward 
Heath, her runaway victory, and what has 
happened to her since. The most notable 
thing that has occured, it is clear from this 
book, is that the political novice of 10 years 
ago is now regarded in the western world as 
a brilliant innovator in the areas of social, 
monetary, and foreign policies. 

The first two will not surprise anyone 
who knows that the grocer's daughter who 
earned herself degrees in chemistry and law 
before becoming expert In social science 
and economics Is the intellectual superior of 
most politicians, but some measure of the 
brilliance of this formidable woman can be 
gained by realizing that the current stem 
critique of the western detente with the 
Soviet Unkm, which is now the cornerstone 
of President Carter's program, had its birth 
in the speeches In Britain, Europe, Canada, 
and the of the attractive, deceptively 
frail-looking woman who until a few years 
ago knew nothing of foreign policy and who 
launched her attack on the Soviet Union 
against strong opposition in the highest 
levels of her party. 

Cosgrave provides a fairly detailed and 
original analysis of how she came to the top 
and an informed account of how she goes 
about her task, as well as an examination of 
her distinctive political beliefs and of her 
plans to rescue Britain from its current 
turmoil and disillusion. His is a book that 
will be welcomed by all those who like to 
keep themselves fully informed.

In the late-Twenties and early-Thirties, 
the days when Hitler was still a figure of fun 
and cartographers slept soundly without 
fear of a new nation emerging with hideous 
regularity between bedtime and breakfast, 
August, for obvious reasons, was a newsless 
month, and because journalists had to fill 
space with ail kinds of light, nonsensical 
stories the holiday month b^ame known as 
“the silly season." 

In those days, Sybil, Dame of Sark was 
always good for a half-column and an ar¬ 
resting headline. We knew her as the tough 
yet benevolent feudal head of a small Chan¬ 
nel Island (1,200 acres; permanent popula- 
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tioo about 500) where automobiles, aircraft 
and divorce were (and still are) forbidden, 
and where life moves at a different pace. 

But there was nothing placid about the 
Dame of Sark; the had frequenPcoofronU- 
tkNit with officialdom and the Church, and 
the Sark people themselves strongly eritic- 
Ixed some of her actions. She loved contro¬ 
versy because It led to publicity which in 
turn stimulated tourism, the island's sole 
industry. 

Barbara Stoney, the biographer of Enid 
Blyton, has now written a life of Sark's 
celebrated Dame, who ruled her domain 
under a charter granted in 1565 by ()ueen 
Elizabeth 1, the only one of Its kind extant, 
which makes Sark unique and its seigneur a 
20 th-century anachronism. 

Miss Stoney's research has produced a 
readable and interesting picture of a yjtal, 
complex woman from her stormy childhood, 
early runaway marriage and widowhood, to 
her accession in 1927, remarriage two years 
later and her death at the age of 90 in 1974. Of 
necessity, the story is somewhat parochial 
and frequently repetitious, but Miss Stoney 
has squeezed every drop of drama and 
human interest from her restricted materi¬ 
al. 

Highlight of the book is the description 
of the Clerman occupation of Sark during the 
Second World War. Despite extreme diffi¬ 
culties Dame Sybil remained firmly in con¬ 
trol of her island and proved herself to be a 
master diplomatist. 

The book is very much a minor biogra¬ 
phy, but it has value as a curiousity for it 
presents a dual picture of a unique feudal 
domain and the unique dominant personality 
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who ruled it with Elizabethan imperiousness 
for almost Si years.

Diana Mitford Mosley's autobiography, 
A Lifd'^of-Omtnsta, got under my skin to 
such an extent that I was tempted (%||evote 
all my space to H, which would have permit¬ 
ted me to vent my spleen to the full. The 
reason I didn't is bMause, in my opinioo, the 
book simply Isn't worth it. 

The Mitfords were never my favorite 
family, but then 1 have never bm overly 
fond of minor aristocrats who believe the 
world owes them obebance in gratitude for 
their public antics which, in the Mitford 
case, invariably took the. form of shock 
tactics. 

Nancy was a verbal sadist; her vicious 
barbs, (h^igned to wound and leave scars 
for life, were devilishly cruel. She called it 
‘^teasing". Jessica became a communist 
activist. Unity joined Hitler's inner circle. 
Diana, also a firm friend of Hitler, married 
Sir Oswald Mosley, leader of the British 
Union of Fascists. What a quartette! 

Nancy had the merit of earning her own 
living as a novelist. Jessica at least had guts 
and the courage of her convictions. And 
Unity had the saving grace of having put a 
bullet into her brain on the day Britain 
declared war against Germay. But Diana, 
the most arrogant and obnoxious of the four, 
was, and still is, a social butterfly without a 
single redeeming feature. 

She is not a bit repentant. On the con- 
trar}’, she considers that she and Mosley 
were wrongfully deprived of their liberty 


during the war, that the Nazi phfloaophy was 
absolutely right, awd that aayewe who eaa- 
aot see that is simpfy hihid la reaBty. 

Her book is a nauscathig mixture of 
naroe-ifaopping, open defiance of society, 
and the whining of a spoiled woman denied 
her ambitioo to become the aU-powerful 
wife of Hitler's first British ganleMer. 

I won't boro yon with all the sordid de¬ 
tails, but in case a copy of this book sbonid 
fall into yonr hands there are one or two 
things you should know. FOr instance, when 
the Mosleys were "detained** at the out¬ 
break of war they were not charged with a 
specific offence, which meant that for the 
dmtkm they were able to wear Oeir own 
clothes and import inlopriaoa every comfort 
and drikacy availaMo to the itch. But they 
wanted more. If they couldn't obtain their 
Uborty they instated mi their right to live 
together aiid, hoBeve It or not, this was 
granted, and this is how It came about 

w 

One day Diana's brother Tom visited 
both Ms sister and her hmband in their 
respective prisons and gleefully Mformed 
them that he would be dinhig that night at It 
Downing Street with Ms and Diana's cousin, 
Winston ChurcMll, and be would make a 
forceful attempt lo reuMto the couple. R 
worked, and a few weeks later the couple 
was provided with a small house In the 
grounds of the women's prison. But even 
that didn't satisfy them; they wanted out — 
and thanks to couste Winston's interveotion, 
they were set free in 190. I still find it 
almost unbelievable, but it's a fact 

If you read this book you are supposed to 
gain the impression that these were two 
innocent peo^ victimised for their political 
beliefs and ndaed. To save you bei^ bood- 
winked let roe supply you with at least some 
interesting facts. 

The central portion of this book is solely 
concerned with a depiction of Mosley as a 
much misunderstood nun of ponce, a fer¬ 
vent patriot and the voice of reason. Hut 
was the line Hitler sold lo Chamboriain at 
Munich. 1 attended some of Mosley's rallios 
as a reporter and watched and hstonod as be 
used mob oratory to inflame the pa saj on s of 
his paid black-shirted thngi, who would then 
proceed tn London's East End lo bent up 
Jews and snush windows of Jewish stores. 

If I had the space I could describe 
Mosley's evil movement in great detail, for 1 
made a special study of R at the time, but 
you'll just have to accept my word that the 
Mitford woman is lying in her teeth. 

Had the Mosleys been vociferous Ger¬ 
man democrats in Nazi Germany, *€00810' 
Adolf would have had them stnmg up on 
meat hooks and strangled with piano wire, 
so there can be no complaint about being 
detained for a while and then set Wee M a 
country engaged in total war agaiost the 
very system they worsMpped. 

And as for ruination, after the war the 
Mosleys sent their sons to ERon and Oxford, 
reuined their titles, cruised in their ocean¬ 
going yacht, started their own publishing 
company, and purchased palatial estates in 
Ireland and France, the latter being next 
door to their dear friends the Duke and 
Duchess of Windsor. Some hardsMp! Some 
ruin! 

That a woman of 68 should emerge from 
the woodwork of her chateau to attempt to 
whitewash an infamous name can only mean 
she has learned nothing from experience 
and remains as foolish and malicious as she 
was in her heyday.

A union spokesman said the main obstacle had been 
automation and hours of work. Changes would be 
phased in slowly over the three-year duration of the 
new agreement, he said. There will reportedly be 
increases of about four per cent each year, bringing 
the final level to more than $14 an hour 


B.C. takes over troubled 


Vancouver hospital 


The provincial government 
has swept the board of trus¬ 
tees aside and taken control 
of strife-tom Vancouver Gen¬ 
eral Hospital. 

Health Minister Robert 
McClelland told a news con¬ 
ference Friday night the 
emergency move was taken 
with regret to ensure the 
maintenance of proper pa¬ 
tient care in BCs largest 
hospital. 


Stepping into the picture 
today in place of the trustees 
to tackle what McClelland 
feels wfll be an *’almost hor¬ 
rendous** task. Is Peter Ba- 
zowski. former deputy com¬ 
missioner of the RCMP, who 
retired only 10 days ago after 
31 years of service. 

The minister, who appoint¬ 
ed Baaowski public adminis¬ 
trator Friday, said he had an 
impressive record as an ad- 


mintHtrator with the RCMP 
and had done much to im¬ 
prove communications with¬ 
in the force. 

He stressed that the gov¬ 
ernment’s move and the ex- 
Mountie’s appointment are 
strictly on a temporary basis 
to get the hospital back to 
normal operation. 

The matter has come to a 
head after several months of 
internal problems involving 


the registered nursing staff 
and trustees. Senior nursing 
staff personnel have resigned 
over what they describe as 
inadequate patient care and a 
lack of faith in hospiUl presi 
dent Larry Tniltl. 

They have argued that the 
busy hospital Is sadly short of 
nurses. 

In a related deveiopmeni 
Friday, the Vancouver coru 
ner’s office said it was inve.s 


tigating violent deaths re¬ 
cently of three patients at the 
hospital. The probe was being 
conducted to determine if 
nursing staff problems were 
in any way connected. 

McClelland said his office 
had received expressions of 
concern from friends and 
relatives of patients.

Ottawa’s 

deficit 

soaring 


OTTAWA tCP) — The gov 
emment had a deficit on its 
operations during the first 
three months of Uie current 
financial year of M.45 billion, 
the finance department re¬ 
ported Friday. 

The deficit figure for the 
.\prfl 1 to June 30 period is 
nearly 4$ per cent higher than 
the $2.M billion deficit posted 
in the comparable three- 
month period a year earlier. 

On Thursday, the finance 
department reported that the 
government’s spending defi 
cit In the final year that 
ended March 31 was tlO.OS 
billion—alnnost a M per cent 
ri.se from the preceding 
year. 

If the deficit continues to 
rise throughout this year at 
the same rate as in the first 
quarter, it would indicate a 
IIS billion deficit for the cur¬ 
rent financial year. 

On projected federal 
spending plans of nearly |4$ 
billion in the financial year 
that started April 1. that rep 
resents nearly 31 cents of 


debt for every $1 of spend¬ 
ing. 

The figures show federal 
spending rising at a rate that 
far outstrips the growth of 
revenues. While spending 
jumped by 17.3 per cent from 
last year to $11.37 billion in 
the first three months of this 
financial year, revenues 
were up only 3.1 per cent to 
$7.12 billion. 

On Aug. 1. Prime Minister 
Trudeau went on nationgl 
television promising to cut $2 
billion from ''current and 
planned expenditures,** shift¬ 
ing most of it to new pro¬ 
grams to tiy to stimulate eco- 
nomic growth. He also 
promised federal tax cuts in 
an effort to double the coun- 
tr>’i real economic growth 
rate to five per cent.

Risk in preservative 
poses U.S. dilemma 


Scientists have known for 
15 years or more that nitrite 
combines with natural 
amines and other substances 
to form nitrosamines. a fam 
ily of powerful cancer-caus 
ing agt*nts. 

That conversion occurs 
when bacon is fried at high 
temperature, and consumer 
groups have demanded for 
years that the preservative 
be banned from cured meats 
and baby food. Because the 
nitrite itself was not known to 
be dangerous and has bt^cn 
added to meats for centuries, 
the government has hesitated 
to act. 


American trio

WASHINGTON (AP) -

A 10 to 12 per cent increase in Autoplan 
rates next year will only cover normal

But Dennis Cocke, former president of the 
giant insurance company and the NDP’s 
ICBC critic, said the rate hikes were “pre¬ 
dictable as another form of taxation.** 

I Cocke said the rate increases "prove that 


car dealers should not be responsible for 
public insurance companies. The Social 
Credit government always forgets abodt 
services to people. The whole concept of 
low-cost insurance has been lost in an 
effort to make a profit.” 

Sherrell said It was not a matter of making 
a profit but of increasing rotes to keep 
pace with similar cost increases for materi¬ 
als to repair damaged cars, increased 
claims and increased medical c'osU. 


And he suggested that the 10 to 20 per cent 
increase forecast was on the low side 
and dependent on certain continuing fac¬ 
tors. 

One of the factors is ICBC's ability to meet 
old claims—thoae from previous years— 
out of reserves, something ICBC has been 
able to do for tbe past aeveral months.

Sherrell said if claims could be held down 
in numbers and value, "drivers will likely 
see normal inflationary increases—pro^ 
ably on the bottom side of what the pri¬

He said it was too early to make firm 
forecasts but with private companies fore¬ 
casting a 15 per cent increase. B.C. motor¬

other sources. 

For instance, nitrate is 
found naturally in spinach, 
radishes, beets, celery and 
leafy vegetables as well as in 
drinking water. It is convert¬ 
ed to nitrite by bacteria found 
in the human digestive tract. 

Nitrite is used in many pro¬ 
cessed foods because they 
cannot be heated sufficiently 
to kill the botulism spores 
without destroying tbe taste 
of the food. 

Nitrite-free foods, includ¬ 
ing hams and bacon, have 
bc«n sold in recent years by 
stores specializing in natural 
food products.

Wilkinson Road deputy 
director Harry Bacon said 
Thursday in an interview that

Building Corporation, which 
would be responsible for 
some of the improvements. 

The report was submitted 
to an inquest Thursday into 
the death of John Marlow, a 
Wilkinson Road Jail inmate 
who reportedly set fire to his 
cell in the early morning 
of June 4. 

Coroner Edmond Jorre de 
St. Jorre will address the jury 
Monday. 

Marlow, 20, died July 2 


in the burns unit of Vic¬ 
toria General Hospital after 
inhaling the contents of his 
stomach. 

Provincial fire inspector 
Reginald Perkins told the 
three-man. three-woman 
jury that hoses used on the 
Wilkinson Road fire were 10 
feet short of the cell, and 
some hoses were about 30 
feet short of the end of the 
cell block. 

He also said the C02 fire 
extinguisher which was used 
had little effect on the fire. 

The hoses were corrected.

Job action in hospitals?

The hospital industry’s de¬ 
cision to challenge a binding 
arbitration award in the 
courts threatens to spark 
w idespread job action, union 
officials said Thursday. 

After sitting on the side¬ 
lines through unsuccessful 
negotiations and two arbitra¬ 
tion bearings, members of 
the Hospital Employees’ 
Union were reported re¬ 
sponding with anger, frustra¬ 
tion and threats hours after 
learning that the Health 
Labor Relations Association 
was turning to the courts. 

“I’m repulsed by the ac- 
tions-of HLRA.** said HEU 
secretary-business manager 
Jack Gerow. 

“I have grave concern 
about the continuity of the 
health care services. 


“The members of the union 
may say enough is enough— 
to hell with it—no contract, 
no work. They may decide to 
take job action such as sick 
calls, slowdowns or sit-ins.’* 
Gerow accused HLRA of 
acting in contempt of the Es¬ 
sential Services Disputes Act 
and said it might well mean 
that the 20,000 hospital work¬ 
ers would turn their backs on 
such arbitration avenues in 
the future and opt to strike. 

**And if there is another 
strike it won’t be like 1976 
with one hospital at a time— 
it will be all tospiuls.** 

The first limited strike in 
the union’s 32-year history 
brought a unique legislated 
contract settlement two 
years ago. 

Gerow said he was opposed 
to any job action until after 
the court hearing, which he 


said was scheduled for Aug. 
24. 

On July 31 arbitrator Allan 
Hope, a Prince George law¬ 
yer, brought down his binding 
award and Thursday HLRA 
served what Gerow called 
“notice of challenge of the 
award” by making applica¬ 
tion to the B.C. Supreme 
Court to have the award set 
aside. 

The union was the first to 
apply for binding arbitration 
under terms of tto recent es¬ 
sential services legislation. 
The arbitration boaid was re¬ 
convened in June at the re¬ 
quest of HLRA, bargaining 
arm for some 109 major B.C. 
Hospitals. There had been 
some displeasure voiced over 
a preliminary draft award 
following the first hearing. 

Gerow said the final award 
July 31 was essentially the 


same—a four-per-cent wage 
increase in the first year of a 
new contract and seven per 
cent in the second, with 
fringe benefits in excess of 
one per cent in the second 
year, a “reopener” in 1979 if 
inflations rises beyond seven 
per cent, and a general con¬ 
tract reopener in 1980 on cost 
items. 

Gerow contended that the 
latest action of HLRA had left 
the province’s health care 
system in an ’’explosive 
state.** 

The comment found sup¬ 
port in Victoria where a union 
source said officials of vari¬ 
ous HEU units on Vancouver 
Island were phoning to warn 
of the angry mood among the 
membership. It appeared ob¬ 
vious. the source said, that 
hospital workers were pre¬ 
pared to take job action. 


Cheap source needed 

Crofton growth 
could bring 
water problems 


By DEREK RHIND 

DUNCAN — The grow¬ 
ing community of Crofton 
could be in trouble in the 
near future, if a cheap 
source of water supply la 
not found soon. 

Crofton has In the past 
received help from B.C. 
Forest Products Crofton 
pulp mill. But assistant 
mill manager Trevor 
James informed North 
Cowichan municipality 
that **it was not possible 
for us to commit ourselves 
to supply the residents of 
Crofton, or others, with 
water.** 

Council has been exa¬ 
mining alternative water 
supplies for some time 
and initial studies of wells 
on the Westholme School 
site and a two-mile pipe¬ 
line to the community 
have been held up due to 
high costs. 

BCFP’s main reason is 
possible future expan¬ 
sion. 

James said:. “There 
exists the possibility of 
major expansion at Crof¬ 
ton. We intend at present. 
If future expansion should 
occur, to use no more 
water than we are now 
using and have available 
to us. This would, of 
course, require a continu¬ 
ing water conservation 
program on our part. 

“As a result, and as discus- 
.sed with representatives of 
the municipality at an earlier 
meeting, it is not possible for 
os to commit ourselves to 
supplying the residents of 
Crofton, or others with 
water.** 

However, the BCFP official 
did say the company “is pre¬ 
pared to assist with tem¬ 
porary water shortages.** 
Mayor George Whittaker 
had informed council earlier 
in the summer that be would 
be employing a water diviner 
to look for possible good well 
sites in the Crofton area. 

The town is currently sup¬ 
plied from Crofton Lake, but 
in recent years the shallow 
nature of tl^ lake has caused 
quality and quantity prob¬ 
lems. 

Meanwhile, another prob¬ 
lem facing municipal council 
is the tremendous duplication 
of street names within the 
Cowichan Valley. 

Aid. Ron McKinnon has dis¬ 
covered there are no fewer 
than 116 duplications. 

He said this was a good 
reason for keeping the emer¬ 


gency communication sys¬ 
tem in the Cowichan Valley, 
rather than the proposed cen¬ 
tralized location at Nanai¬ 
mo. 

McKinnon says his count 
refers only to named streets 
and doesn’t even touch num¬ 
bered streets. 

“Such a duplication must 
cause terrific problems for 
di.spatcher8 right now. Think 
about the problems someone 
could have if they didn’t know 
the area well,” McKinnon 
said. 

Council voted to advise the 
B.C. Police Commission and 
local police officials of the 116 
duplications and outlined It 
as one reason to keep the 
communications centre in the 
proposed new police building 
planned for Canada Avenue. 

McKinnon also said that he 
has had good response from 


area fire departments in¬ 
terested in the 911 emergency 
number system. 

In other council business, 
Mayor Whittaker told council 
he has instructed municipal 
engineering staff to assess 
property within the munici¬ 
pality for a possible incinera¬ 
tor site. 

He said this was in case 
problems arose regarding the 
two regional incinerator 
sites. 

Whittaker said that nego¬ 
tiations on both the sites, one 
near Ladysmith and the other 
just south of Duncan, are still 
continuing. 

Council voted to contract 
Wistem Energy Ltd. to see if 
the company still planned to 
proceed with hog fuel pellet 
plant on the Doman Indus 
tries sawmill ^ite at Cowi¬ 
chan Bay.

Minister of Recreation and 
Conservation Sam Bawif had 
previously informed the 
board that his ministry would 
provide one-third of the cost 
and a further one-third share 
would be provided by a pri¬ 
vate charitable source. 

These funds would be 
available subject to the prop¬ 
erty becoming a regional 
park. 

The CVRD is requesting 
that the park become provin¬ 
cial rather than regional, due 
to the high costs involved 
in maintenance and opera¬ 
tion of this type of park. 

CJVRD administrator Ralph 
Kier said the park would be 
too expensive to operate and 
maintain at the regional 
level. The current levy for 
parks Is one-tenth of a mill. 

The $37,500 offered by the 
CVRD would be as a dbnation 
toward the provincal govern¬ 
ment’s remaining two- thirds 
share amounting to $150,000. 

Kier said this type of park 
would be too expensive for 
the CVRD to maintain as a 
regional park due to its very 
nature. Waterfront and beach 
for recreational purposes 
would entail exit and en¬ 


trance roads, parking area.s. 
washrooms, toilets and other 
.sanitary facilities. 

He said a conser\’ative esti 
mate of capital development 
costs would be $75,000, before 
the public could safely utilize 
the area. 

Kier said there would be 
ongoing opeating costs for 
staff; supervision of staff; 
staff required for mainte¬ 
nance. garbage disposal, life¬ 
guards, security patrols for a 
seven-day week from May 1 
to Sept. 15 annually. 

He said: “Operating costs 
are the responsibility of the 
participants in the function, 
and it is my firm conviction 
that operating costs of this 
park, when developed, will 
exceed the revenue received 
from one-tenth of a mill.** 

Director Ken Douglas said 
it would be tragic to lose such 
a desirable property for park 
purposes, especially as two- 
thirds of the cost was being 
provided by other sources. 

Douglas then moved a sec¬ 
ond motion, that the regional 
administrator make every 
endeavor to obtain some indi¬ 
cation whether the minister 
of recreation and conserva¬ 
tion would accept the region’s 
offer and recommendations. 

Failing this, the CVRD 
should make every endeavor 
to purchase the park and 
pressure the provincial gov¬ 
ernment to accept the park 
on a provincial basis. This 
was approved. 




Control tower among priorities 

Many things up in air but Cassidy progressing

NANAIMO ^ This city/s airport at Cassidy re¬ 
ceived almost three-quarters of a million dollars in 
provincial and federal funds recently, for night lighting 
and paving, but some problems still remain to be 
solved. 

Among these are the control tower, fire protection 
and even the hazard of deer on the runway. 

Ray Brookbank, chairman of the city’s airport 
committee, and Don McGillivray, of Pacific Coastal 
Airlines, one of the airport’s major users, recently 
discussed the problems at the airport that even 
$742,000 may not solve. 

A provincial grant of $287,000 has been made for 
night lighting at the airport. And a $455,000 federal 
grant wUl cover repaving of the runway. 

But although delighted with the improvements at 
the airport, McGillivray saw a couple of problems 
ahead, even with the two grants. 

He Is anxious for the night lighting to be insulled as 
soon as possible, so that his airline will not have to cut 
back on the late evening flighu the summer daylight 
allows 


But estimates are that the night lighting will not be 
completed until the end of December. 

Brookbank said that discussions he has had with 
the province indicated completion might be moved up 
until the end of November, but no further. 

McGillivray is worried that customers who are 
used to taking the late-day flights now will switch back 
to the ferries in November and December, and be lost to 
the airline when night lighting finally is completed. 

Brookbank said that he understands the delay in 
the lighting Is because of the arrival of the equipment, 
and that little can be done to speed up the installation, 
but that he sympathizes with McGillivray’s con¬ 
cerns. 

Another concern is how much runway will be 
repaved for the $455,000. 

When federal Transport Minister Otto Lang an¬ 
nounced the grant recently, hO said that It would go for 
repaving 3,500 feet of the runway. 

The existing runway, which was built during the 
Second World War, Is 5,000 feet, and McGillivray would 
like to see It all repaved. 

Brookbank agreed that as much runway as possible 
should be repaved, and under questioning Lang agreed 
that the tender for repaving would be caUed in 500-foot 
sections over 3,500 feet, so that possibly 4,000 or .even 
4,500 feet can be repaved for the money available. 

McGillivray said that he would like to see length. 


rather than width, in the runway. Plans call for a 
200-foot-wide, 3,500 foot-long repaving job, be said. 

“I’d rather have 100 feet 7,000 feet long.” 

He explained that 3,500 is not enough for his two 
DC-3S when they are fully loaded. 

Also, he said, the airline will be limited as to what 
t>'pes of craft they can buy in the future if the runway is 
only 3,500 feet. 

He .suggested that the apron and taxiway, which are 
ahso slated to be repaved, could be left in t^ir present 
condition, to gain more runway repaving. 

But even if Brookbank and the city can work out ar 
rangements for the night lighting and repaving work to 
please the airport users, there are several serious 
problems that still must be tackled. 

Perhaps the most urgent of these is fire protection 
on the premises. 

“We dehnitely need It,** McGillivray said. “We’re 
going to someday have a problem, and we have to be 
ad^uately protected. We’ve even talked about having 
our own ground crew trained on a volunteer basis.” 

The airport Is supposedly in line for old equipment 
from a larger airport, and the combination of a 
foam-equip^ fire truck and the volunteer staff may 
do the job. 

The airport is covered by the North Oyster volun¬ 
teer fire department, but both McGillivray and Brook¬ 
bank feel that for some typeSJof emergencies it is 


necessary to have both equipment and personnel on the 
scene. 

Another needed safety feature is the air control 
tower. 

A temporary tower is in place at the airport this 
summer, and McGillivray said that it has made a big 
difference in the traffic flow at the airport. 

Statistics from the tower show that there were 
16,000 traffic movements in July, or an average of one 
every minute and a half during daylight hours. 

That figure may drop 56 per cent in the winter. 
McGillivray said, but he would still like to see the tower 
stay. 

The third area of possible problems will come when 
the night lighting is in place. That’s the hazard created 
by deer on the runway. 

McGillivray said that when his crews go out at 
night to light flare pots to bring the late-arriving 
charter craft home, they often must chase deer off the 
runway. 

He thinks that a fence may be needed to keep the 
wildlife at a distance. 

Brookbank, who has been working for a year and a 
half to get the night lighting and runway repaving 
funds, just shuddei^ when he heard about the possibil¬ 
ity of another necessary capital expenditure for fenc¬ 
ing.

/owski. former deputy com- 
mis.sioner of the RCMP, who 
retired only 10 days ago after 
31 years of service. 

The minister, who appoint 
ed Bazowski public adminis 
trator Friday, said he had an 
impressive record as an ad 


ministrator with the RCMP 
and had done much to im 
prove communications with¬ 
in the force. 

He stres.sed that the guv 
ernment’s move and the ex 
Mountie's appointment are 
strictly on a temporary ba.sis 
to get the hospital back to 
normal operation 

The matter has come to a 
head after several months of 
internal problems involving 


the registered nursing staff 
and trustees. Senior nursing 
staff personnel have resigned 
over what they describe as 
inadequate patient care and a 
lack of faith in hospital presi 
dent Larr>’ Truitt. 

They have argued that the 
busy hospitalpis sadly short of 
nurses. 

In a related development 
Friday, the Vancouver coro 
ner’s office said It was inves 


tigating violent deaths re¬ 
cently of three patients at the 
hospital. The probe was being 
conducted to determine if 
nursing staff pndilems were 
in any way connected.

Ottawa’s 

deficit 

soaring 


OTTAWA (CP) - The gov 
emment had a deficit on its 
operations during the first 
three months of the current 
financial year of $4.45 billion, 
the finance department re¬ 
ported Friday. 

The deficit figure for the 
.April 1 to June 3Q period is 
nearly 49 per cent higher than 
the 12.99 billion deficit posted 
in the comparable three- 
month period a year earlier 

On Thursday, the finance 
department reported that the 
government*9 spending defi 
cit in the final year that 
ended March 31 was $10.03 
billion—almo.st a 60 per cent 
rise from the preceding 
)ear. 

If the deficit continues to 
rise throughout this year at 
the same rate as in the first 
quarter, it would indicate a 
$15 billion deficit for the cur¬ 
rent financial year. 

On projected federal 
spending plans of nearly $49 
billion in the financial year 
that started April 1. that rep¬ 
resents nearly 31 cents of 


debt for every $1 of spend¬ 
ing. 

The figures show federal 
spending rising at a rate that 
far outstrips the growth of 
revenues. W'hile spending 
jumped by 17.3 per cent from 
last year to $11.57 billion in 
the first three months of this 
financial year, revenues 
were up only 3.6 per cent to 
$7.12 billion 

On Aug. t. Prime Minister 
Trudeau went on national 
television promising to cut $2 
billion from "current and 
planned expenditures.” shift¬ 
ing most of it to new pro¬ 
grams to try to stimulate eco- 
nomlc growth. He also 
promised federal tax cute in 
an effort to double the coun¬ 
try’s real economic growth 
rate to five per cent.

And at Burnaby General 
Hospital, employees staged 
what th<> union called a two- 
hour sit-in “to demonstrate 
their feelings in respect to 
HLRA’s action." 

.Meanwhile, representa 
tives of HEU units on Van 
couver Island continued to 
flood the phone lines into the 
union's Victoria office with 
w hat were *described as 
"very angry calls.” 

"There seems to be a real 
threat of walkouts.** said 
staff representative Bill 
Muir. "Right now it looks like 
everyone is just waiting for 
someone else to make the 
first move.”

WASHINGTON (AP) —

the most widely used fiKid 
preservative in the country 
and a standard component of 
hot dogs, bacon and many 
other processed food.s, ap¬ 
pears to cause cancer in ani 
mals and may do so in 
humans. 

The announcement came 
with the release of a three- 
year Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology study of the 
substance. study was or¬ 
dered by the federal Food 
and Drug Administration.

For instance, nitrate Is 
found naturally in spinach, 
radishes, beets, celery and 
leafy vegetables as well as in 
drinking water. It is convert 
ed to nitrite by bacteria found 
in the human digestive tract. 

Nitrite is used in many pro 
cessed foods because they 
cannot be heated sufficiently 
to kill the botulism spores 
without destroying the taste 
of the food. 

Nitrite-free foods, includ¬ 
ing hams and bacon, have 
been sold in recent years by 
stores specializing jp natural 
Jitod products y 


Scienti.sts have known for 
15 years or more that nitrite 
combines with natural 
amines and other substances 
lo form nitrosamines. a lam 
ily of powerful cancer-caus 
ing agents. 

That conversion occurs 
when bacon is fried at high 
temperature, and consumer 
groups have demanded lor 
years that the preservative 
be banned from cured meats 
and baby food. Because the 
nitrile itself was not know n lo 
be dangerous and has been 
added to meats for centuries, 
the government has hesitated 
to act. 


American trio

430 Michigan, and Rick 
Worrall. 948 Esquimau, also got into the act 
before the situation was cleared up. 

The screaming man was intoxicated and 
his friend, in a similar state, staggered 
back to a residence on nearby Wilson Street 
and passed out. 

Police pulled the one man out of the water 
and lodged him in jail to sober up, then 
went to his Wilson Street home where they 
found his companion sound asleep.

It was a birthday card 
from a young husband to 
his wife, scrawled with 1 
love yous. 

A photograph of the 
bare-shouldered, smiling 
couple was pasted in 
side. 

But the woman never 
received the card. It was 
never mailed. 

Six to 24 hours after the 
card was given to a pris¬ 
on guard to mail, the 
man. John Marlow, 30. 
apparently set fire to his 
Wilkinson Road Jail cell 
and barricaded himself 
inside. 

Shortly after the fire, 
on Sunday, June 4, a 
guard turned the card 
over to a Saanich con¬ 
stable, David MacDon¬ 
ald. 

MacDonald kept the 
card until Thursday's in¬ 
quest, when it was sub¬ 
mitted as evidence. 

Marlow was awaiting 
trial in Wilkinson Road 
after being charged in 
connection with an April 
15 riot at the minimum- 
security Jordan River 
prison camp, where he 
was serving a sentence 
for breaking and enter¬ 
ing. 


When the fire started in 
his Wilkln.son Road cell, 
the Jail’i fire hoses failed 
to reach the cell, the pro¬ 
vincial fire marshal's of¬ 
fice later reported. 

About a month after the 
fire, on July 2, in the 


bums unit of Victoria 
General Hospital, Mar¬ 
low died after inhaling 
the contents of his stom¬ 
ach. 

An inquest Thursday 
was told by a provincial 
fire inspector that flam¬ 


mable paint in the cell 
heated up and ignited. 

Flames whipped 
around the ceiling In a 
matter of seconds, and 
temperatures reached 1,- 
800 degrees Fahrenheit. 

The card was read to a 
coroner's jury on Thurs¬ 
day. It said: 

“For my wife on your 
birthday. Happy bigthday 
with all my love. 

“Fm crazy over you. 

“1 love you. 

“John. 

“Love is .. .Remem¬ 
bering Me when 1 am 
gone. 

“You promised me/ 
You would see me/ (Illeg¬ 
ible) Sunday and?" 

A heart was drawn, 
with the initials, “JM 
loves NM.“ 

On the envelope flap 
was written; “T.L.4.E 
SWMK ILY." 

The envelope was ad¬ 
dressed to Campbell 
River, given a box num¬ 
ber and street address. 

The card was filed as 
Exhibit 4. The inquest, 
which has met four times, 
resume.s for the final time 
Monday. 


A big dream for E&N 


How about an Esquimalt 
and Nanaimo Railway pas¬ 
senger service with several 
trips between Victoria and 
Courtenay each day. a com¬ 
muter service from Nanaimo 
to Victoria and another from 
Langford? 

Pretty big talk for a little 
railway .service that was de- 
^cr^bed by CP Rail as an 
economic flop in its original 
une-car stage and sentenced 
to death by the Canadian 
Transport Commission. 

But not too big for John 
Cooper, chairman of the Van- 
c’ouver Island Steering Com¬ 
mittee, which it trying to 
save the historic service. 

Cooper has been invited to 
address a joint session of the 
Courtenay. (}omox and Curh- 
berland councils Monday 
night, and he says he’s going 
to present details of a pre¬ 
liminary proposal for in¬ 
creased traffic. 

Basically, it would see 
morning and afternoon trips 
leaving both Victoria and 
Courtenay each day, with 
commuter service from Nan¬ 
aimo and Langford, R would 
mean putting three trains 
into service. 


Cooper, whose United 
Transportation Union mem¬ 
bers at the E&N gut the 
committee off the ground, 
says the tandem sen ice (two 


cars) now in effect is carry¬ 
ing as many as 150 passen¬ 
gers each way—a consider¬ 
able Improvement over the 
handfuls that used to ride the 
single car.

Wide demand slashes 
region polio vaccine 


Only 500 doses from a 3.000-dose order of 
Salk polio vaccine have been received by 
the Capital Regional District, because of a 
large demand on the vaccine from all over 
Canada. 

The shortfall meant that many who had 
made appointments to receive the injec¬ 
tions this week went away without them, 
regional health officer Dr. Allan Ameil said 
Friday. 

More of the vaccine has been ordered, and 
should be available next week. 

Those who have been in contact with a 
polio carrier, are travelling to or from an 
area where the disease is endemic, or whose 
professions put them at risk, can get the 
vaccine on a priority basis. F^or the rest, 
appointments are being made and the vac¬ 


cine will be given as long as supplies exist, 
Ameil said. 

But there is no cause for undue concern 
because a case of polio has occurred in 
the Fraser Valiev, he said. 

"There has only been one confirmed ca.se 
in B.C.f and although no one can say 
whether there will be any more infected 
from that or other recent .ca.ses (in On¬ 
tario), nevertheless the likeHhuod gets less 
as time passes." 

Anyone who has had a complete series or a 
booster polio immunization within the last 
five years does not need further immuniza¬ 
tion at this time, he said. 

“The unimmunized or poorly-immunized 
child is the one we feel most needs pro¬ 
tection." 


Royal Theatre vote shakes partnership 


If the mayors know something, they aren't talking

The future of a 62-year-oid 
Victoria landmark, saved 
five years ago from the 
wrecker’s hammer, is once 
again in doubt. 

The Royal Theatre is again 
occupying centre stage in a 
dobate among its owner 
municipalities—Oak Bay. 
.Saanich and Victoria—over 
whether money should be 
spent on renovations. 

Saanich council voted 
Tuesday to pay its share 
($40.0<MI) of an additional 
5196,600 to complete an origi¬ 
nal $400,000 refurbishing pro¬ 
gram, but Victoria city coun¬ 
cil in a close vote rejected the 
request. Oak Bay council 
meets at 5 p.m. Monday to 
discuss the matter. 

City council’s unexpected 
decision has raised the ire of 
aldermen who represent the 
other councils on the theatre 
committee. 

Saanich representative 
Aid. Ian Cass said Friday 
that if Oak Bay supports the 
proposal, “we have a good 
caoe to go to the city and tell 
them they can manage the 
theatre thentselves." 

He said: “If the city is not 
pfOpared to let the committee 
manage the building, we 
sHduld get out of the opera¬ 
tion and let the city take it 
ovar.’* 

Aid. John Goult, Oak Bay s 
representative on the com¬ 
mittee. said he very much 


regretted Victoria's deci¬ 
sion. 

If the mayors of Victoria 
and Saanich know something 
about plans for a civic centre, 
a clear statement would be 
appreciated, he said.” 

“I'm fed up with this kin¬ 
dergarten approach. I feel we 
41^ being caught up in Sam 
Bawlfs next election cam¬ 
paign." 

Goult said he was not pre¬ 
pared to say whether he 
would support “pulling the 
plug" but if city council 
wanted to behave in the man¬ 
ner demonstrated Thursday 
“maybe they should buy the 
other two municipalities 
out." 

Both Goult and Cass said 
they took strong exception to 
statements made by Mayor 
Michael Young during coun¬ 
cil debate. 

They disagreed with 'the 
mayor’s statement that “we 
have deviated far from the 
original intent of what was to 
happen to the building." say¬ 
ing that all repairs and reno¬ 
vations now planned were the 
same as originally planned 
except for work needed to 
meet orders of the fire mar¬ 
shal. 

Inflation had also in¬ 
creased the costs, they said. 

“I just fail to understand 
Mike’s double-talk, and find 
it disappointing a partner in

the venture would behave 
like this." Goult said. 

Cass, meanwhile, said he 
found it strange that the city 
aldermen opposed to spend¬ 
ing money on the theatre 
“are the same people carry¬ 
ing the banner for support of 
rental facilities for a new li¬ 
brary." 

He termed Young's state¬ 
ments on the Royal Theatre 
request “utter baldenUah." 

The program now Is essen¬ 
tially the same as that pro¬ 


posed 18 months agq, he 
said. ^ 

Part of the additional mon¬ 
ey—$40,000—was needed to 
pay for architectural and 
en^neering assistance. C^ss 
said. Originally, it had been 
thought that this service 
would be provided by staff of 
the three municipalities, “but 
this didn’t work out." 

Demands made by the fire 
marshal added an additional 
$30,000, while renovations to 
dressing rooms and the 
under-stage area would now 
cost $125,000 compared with 
an original estimate of $81, 
500. 

“There are no frills, no lux¬ 
ury items in the package." he 
said. “It’s entirely compat¬ 
ible with the orl^al pack¬ 
age." 

Cass said the additional 
$190,000 included a $50,000 
contingency. 

“And we expect a mini¬ 
mum revenue of $30,000 a 
year once the theatre is re¬ 
furbished." 

He was scornful of a sug- 
gestiofi by city Aid. William 
Tindall that work on the the¬ 
atre be halted until the three 
councils had reviewed the 
work schedule. 

“After almost a two-year 
strugglO the point has been 
reached where we can start 


the renovations. If this is 
going to be the attitude, I 
won’t be a committee mem¬ 
ber next year." 

Tindall’s suggestion would, 
Cass said, delay the project 
for at least a year. 

He said he would press for 
an emergency meeting of the 
committee and was consider¬ 
ing proposing the work go 
ahead despite Victoria's 
jection. 

Cass said it was difficult to 
understand the logic of al¬ 
dermen who would vote to 
support the library proposal 
and then balk at paytog $41,- 
000 over the next two years to 
renovate a municipally- 
owned building. 

Saanich Mayor Mel Couve- 
lier. who cast the lone dis¬ 
senting vote on the motion 
supporting the additional 
money, said in an interview 
Friday he was pleased with 
the Victoria council vote. 

The original decision to 
spend $400,000 to renovate the 
building had to be questioned. 
“I felt it was. a case of pour¬ 
ing money down the drain." 

The Royal was bought for 
1250,000 simply to ensu-^e a 
home for the Victoria Sy»n- 
phony, he said, but since then 
the situation had changed 
and the symphony was now 
examining the wi^om of re¬ 
ducing its number. In which 
case the recently-completed 
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auditorium at University of 
Victoria would be suitable. 

Spending $600,000 on reno¬ 
vations would not give the 
contributing municipalities a 
building they could be proud 
of, he contended. “We would 
just be holding the line." 

Couvelier reiterated state¬ 
ments he made earlier this 
week that a decision was im¬ 
minent on a new civic centre 
facility. 

“Everyone knows who has 
the ball and who's going to 


make the announcement. A 
public announcement will be 
made very soon," he said. 

“It would be true to say at¬ 
tempts are being made to put 
a deal together." 

Couvelier said an an¬ 
nouncement would have to 
come'fairly quickly so as not 
to jeopardize plans now being 
discussed by the Capital Re- 
^on District on the advisabil¬ 
ity of establishing a com¬ 
bined convention and arts 
centre in the region. 

.Agreeing it would likely be 
three years before such a fa¬ 
cility was built. Couvelier 
said that in the interim facili¬ 
ties at the university could be 
used as well as the Royal. 

He accused the fire mar¬ 
shal of being “extremely dif¬ 
ficult” in the safety features 
he was ordering at the 
Royal. 

“Some of the things are 
marginal," he said. “I'm not 
too excited about the lack of 
safety in the building as it’s 
not used for big-name shows 
loo frequently." 

He said he had been as¬ 
sured by Young that the city 
has a number of downtown 
sites suitable for a civic 
centre development. 

Recreation and Conserva¬ 
tion Minister Sam Bawlf Is 
understood to be working out 
a financial commitment for t 
civic centre.
